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METHODIST COUNCIL OF BISHOPS CHALLENGES ROMAN CATHOLIC DEMANDS 


Committee On Inter-Board Council 
Recommends Formation of Council To 
Correlate Various Conference Boards 


The Committee on Inter-Board 
Council, appointed by the last 
session of the Annual Conference 
met Tuesday, January 10, at First 
Church, Alexandria, under the 
chairmanship of Rev. Bentley 
Sloane of the Board of Education 
and recommended to the Annual 
Conference the setting up of an 
Inter-Board Council to correlate 
the work of the various Annual 
Conference Boards. It also ap¬ 
pointed a sub-committee composed 
of Bentley Sloane, Karl Tooke, R. 
H. Staples, W. E. Trice and A. M. 
Serex to make a further study of 
the matter and report to a sub¬ 
sequent meeting of the full group 
before the ne^t session of the An¬ 
nual Conference. 

A similar committee will rec¬ 
ommend to the Annual Confer¬ 
ence the continuance of four spe¬ 
cial offerings—two for the Orp¬ 
hanage, one for the Methodist 
Home Hospital, and one for Dedi¬ 
cation Day—on the days presently 
provided for, with the further 
recommendation that the Annual 
Conference permit all other spe¬ 
cial offerings to be included in 
local church budgets where the 
local church desires to do so. The 
committee also recommended that 
(1) the Orphanage look forward 
to the time when its program can 
be adequately financed with one 
special offering instead of two, 
and (2) that the Methodist Home 
Hospital consider establishing its 
maintenance program in the bud¬ 
gets of local churches rather than

To Give Federal Aid To Parochial 
Schools Would Be “To Discard Principle 

Of Separation Of Church And State”

In a letter to all Methodist 
Ministers in the U. S. The Metho¬ 
dist Council of Bishops points* out 
dangers of present Roman Cat¬ 
holic demands, and longe range 
purposes, and urges Methodist 
laymen to safeguard democracy. 
Here is the letter. 

My dear Brother: 

The Council of Bishops at its 
session in New York on December 
1st, 1949, gave attention to the 
question of the Roman Catholic 
demands for the public support 
■ of its private or parochial schools. 

This is an issue of fundamental 
importance. To grant this demand 
•would be to discard the principle 
of the separation of church and 
state. What is equally important, 
to drain off vast sums from the 
support of public education for 
the support of parochial or private 
education would so v/eaken public 
education as eventually to destroy 
it. The Roman Catholic Church 
does not believe in our system of 
public education. We believe pub¬ 
lic education is a fundamental bul¬ 
wark of democracy. 

To Result in Competing Systems 

If public support is secured for 
parochial education, it means the 
eventual setting up of a score of 
competing sectarian systems. This 
does not make for the national 
unity essential in such an hour. 

Furthermore, Roman Catholic 
attitudes toward our basic civil 
liberties are of such a nature that 
if an increasing percentage of our 
people is to be trained in such 
schools, fundamental changes will 
occur in American culture. The 
catechisms used in some parochial 
schools condemn and reject the 
basic civil liberties of free speech, 
free press, free assembly, and 
fredom of conscience. 

We wish precisely the same re¬ 
ligious liberty for every Roman 
Catholic we wish for ourselves, 
but we are determined that cleri¬ 
calism shall not take root in this 
land, and that our own freedom 
shall not be jeopardized. • 

Call Upon Your Congressman 
During Recess 

This issue is now before us. It 
is not only the issue of public 
funds for parochial education, but 
the larger issue of the first victory 
in a carefully calculated plan to 
change the underlying cultural 
outlook of this nation. There is 
something that must be done and 
at once. Every minister who be¬ 
lieves that public funds should be 
used solely for public education 
and that public funds should not 
be used for the support of compet¬ 
ing sectarian systems, should write 
his congressman immediately and 
call upon his people to do the 
same. It would be more effective 
if ministers and prominent lay¬ 
men could call upon their con¬ 
gressman during the recess. 


Congress Will Listen 

This issue will be before the 
Congress when it reconvenes early 
next year. Tremendous pressure is 
being brought to bear upon con¬ 
gressmen to take the Roman Cat¬ 
holic view. Our Congress is likely 
to respond to respectful request 
upon the part of Protestants across 
this nation who want nothing for 
themselves save the maintenance 
of the liberty that has enabled all 
communions to worship together 
in fellowship in this nation. 

A fundamental test is before 
us. If this matter is put aside and 
nothing done, we have only our¬ 
selves to thank if the more ag¬ 
gressive action of the Roman Cat¬ 
holic Church breaks down the 
wall that separates church and 
state and wins a first victory that 
will mean basic changes in our 
national life. We cannot urge you 
too strongly to take this request 
seriously, to write your Congress¬ 
man at once and, if possible, call 
upon him. 

State your opposition to the use 
of public funds for parochial ed¬ 
ucation. Show that this move 
means the breaking up of the 
American public school system 
and the setting up of competing 
sectarian systems. Make it clear 
that this strikes at the heart of 
national unity. Make it clear that 
you wish the same religious li¬ 
berty for Roman Catholics you 
wish for yourselves. It might be 
well to point out that The Metho¬ 
dist Church has 123 colleges and 
universities of its own, that we 
are not seeking public support, 
that we believe in the right of 
churches to have educational in¬ 
stitutions, if they wish, under 
their auspices but on the condition 
that they support them. Public 
support means public control and 
breaks down the real reason for 
private institutions.

If you would care to send the 
copy of the letter you write your 
congressman to Bishop G. Brom¬ 
ley Oxnam, 150 Fifth Avenue, 
New York, it would make it pos¬ 
sible to tabulate the response of 
our ministers, and thus be in a 
position to make even stronger 
representation at Washington. Be 
sure to supplement your own 
writing by letters from your out¬ 
standing laymen in every walk 
of life.

Bishops Martin And Moore Dine With 
MacArthur In Tokyo En Route To Formosa

November 27, 1949 
Enroute to Formosa 
“War is outmoded!” — our tall, 
prepossessing host, with the pen¬ 
etrating brown eyes, with a voice 
low and smooth, was speaking 
with dramatic intensity. 

Bishop and Mrs. Moore, Mrs. 
Martin and I were having Sunday 
dinner at noon, November 20, as 
guests of General and Mrs. Doug¬ 
las MacArthur in the beautifully 
appointed dining room of their 
home in the American Embassy in 
Tokyo. 



We had been escorted in staff 
cars after the morning service in 
a Japanese church to the plush 
Imperial Hotel, where we had the 
opportunity to observe the arch- 
itectual creation of Frank Lloyd 
Wright. This swank earthquake- 
proof hotel was built in indepen¬ 
dent sections on concrete disks 
set in mud silt of Toyko swamp¬ 
land, and it squats like a great, 
ugly brown toad beside the boul¬ 
evard. Its rough walls are of mus¬ 
tard-yellow brick and volcanic 
rock. Here we had the opportunity 
to refresh ourselves and to meet 
a number of Army officers, in¬ 
cluding Col. Richard C. Singer, 
who was to escort us to the Mac¬ 
Arthur home. 

Bombing Spare Imperial 
Palace 

On the drive that followed we 
saw some of the great structures 
of a city that, although more than 
half of its buildings were destroy¬ 
ed during the war is still the third 
largest city in the world; we saw 
the Radio Tokyo Building, hous¬ 
ing various SCAB bureaus; the 
honey-colored DAI/CHI building, 
headquarters for General MacAr¬ 
thur; the handsome Japanese 
Diet building, with its striking, 
tiered pyramidal dome; and the 
War Ministry Building, stage 
for the major war crimes trial. 
Colonel Singer reminded us that 
our Air Forces with consumate 
skill had practiced pin-point 
bombing, leaving undamaged the 
building they felt would be use¬ 
ful in the occupation. As we 
passed the carp-filled moat en¬ 
circling the Imperial Palace Gro¬ 
unds, we were informed that it 
also was spared. 

Mac Arthurs are 
Souihernres 

The gray clouds of the early 
morning had lifted as we approch- 
ed the handsome set of white 
buildings in the beautiful but* 
well-guarded grounds of the Am¬ 
erican Embassy. As we entered 
the door of the home of our 
Sidney Huff, the General’s Aide 


hosts, we were greeted by Colonel 
and a gracious gentleman. Ser¬ 
vants took our wraps and we 
were escorted into the magnifi¬ 
cent reception room. In amoment 
Mrs. Mac Arthur, who was born 
in Murfreesboro, Tennessee, came 
to give us welcome that was cha- 
ractistic of the Old South. She 
knew we were Southerners and 
she told us that their son Arthur, 
who is soon to have his twelfth 
birthday and who had never seen 
America, had recently seen 
“Gone With the Wind” and that 
she was so glad for him to have 
a picture of that period. Although 
she was a Presbyterian before 
she joined the Episcopal Church 
with her husband, she remember¬ 
ed as a girl knowing Bishop Kern 
when he was a pastor in her 
home town. We brought away 
with us an impreesion of a very 
lovely and gracious lady. The 
burning logs in the large fire¬ 
place added to the warmth of the 
occasion. 

Suddenly she said, for she was 
facing the door which he came, 
“And here is the General”. She 
greeted him, and then each of 
us was presented to him. He - wel¬ 
comed us with a firm handshake 
and a ready smile, and we became 
aware immediately of his per¬ 
sonal magnetism. During the two 
hours we enjoyed their fine hos¬ 
pitality, we experienced the feel¬ 
ing of a delightful informality 
like unto us that we would have 
known in the home of some of 
our laymen in which we were 
being entertained after a Sunday 
morning service. 

Shortly afterward dinner was 
announced, and we were ushered 
into the dining room, where we 
were the ouly guests. I have not 
attempted to describe the physical 
surroundings, but will have to 
leave that td Mrs. Martin, who 
is capable of interpreting the 
scene more adequately. It is suf¬ 
ficient to say that we were all 
impressed with the exquisite 
charm of the setting. The food 
was excellent, and we presumed 
that the hot biscuits constituted 
another guesture of friendliness 
to their,** Southern guests. The 
handsome silver monogrammed 
service plates, the beautiful china 
plates, the lovely linen, the attr¬ 
active and unusal salt and pepper 
containers all contributed to the 
interest of the occasion. 

Mac Arthur, No. 1 Personality 
Postwar Japan 

The General is always the 
leader in the conversation, but 
you are scarcely aware that such 
is true, because he makes each 
guest feel that he is contributing 
to it. One is impressed by the 
wealth of information and the 
“Vast collection of detail possess¬ 
ed by the Number One Person¬ 
ality of postwar Japan. You also 
feel that he is thoroughly capable 
of remaking a country composed 
until August 1945 of feudal lords, 
samurai sword brandishers and 
obedient serfs into a progressive, 
law-abiding member of the world 
community of nations. 

The General has some severe 
critics: they say he is given at 
times to melodrama and arro¬ 
gance; it is alleged that he lives 
detached in carefully maintained 
isolation. It must be remembered 
that this gifted man is a master 
psychologist thoroughly acquaint¬ 
ed with the Oriental mind. He is 
awar» that the Oriental at best is 
a sensitive package of emotion,

They 
regard “Marshal MAXAS-SAR” as 
their benefactor under whose pro¬ 
tection it is Japan’s good fortune 
to be. He would never have been 
able to accomplish the almost in¬ 
credible things he has done had 
he not supplied the dignified sym¬ 
bol of leadership demanded by 
the clannish, rootless people whose 
cherished monarchy was wobb¬ 
ling. 

We were amazed by his thought¬ 
ful, gracious manner. Bishop 
Moore mentioned one of the war 
leaders of Japan who made pos¬ 
sible for him certain courtesies 
in Korea after Manchuria was 
seized by the Japanese. We won¬ 
dered if he had been executed. 
The General remembered Jiro 
Minami and told the Bishop he 
was given a life sentence and 
inquired if he would like to see 
him. Upon an affirmative reply 
we were all amazed as the Su¬ 
preme Commander for the Allied 
Powers left the table and went 
to the telephone to make an en¬ 
gagement for us to see him the 
following morning in Sugamo 
prison. This made possible one of 
the most interesting and touching 
experiences of our trip so far, 
but I will have to wait to de¬ 
scribe it. 

“General,” I said, “you have 
repeatedly declared today that 
only Christianity is sufficient for 
the needs of the world: what 
then would you say is the oppor¬ 
tunity of the Chritian Church?” 

He leaned forward across the 


of the men of the world under¬ 
stand that. They do not want 
war, but for some unaccountable 
reason the leaders of the world 
have not learned that truth.” 

This became the introduction 
to a discussion of Communism. 
He is resolved that it shall not 
take Japan. “The great trouble 
with Communism is that it is at¬ 
heistic. Its conflict with capitalism 
will resolve itself with time. Man 
naturally wants to possess things 
in his own right. But a theory of 
life that is atheistic ignores the 
dignity of man. Democracy exalts 
man’s dignity because it thinks 
of him as a child of God.” 

With all his problems, this man 
has never lost faith. “Democracy, 
once firmly rooted in the human 
heart,” he said, “has never vol¬ 
untarily yielded before any con¬ 
flicting ideology known to man. 
If liberty and public morality do 
not bring national stability, no¬ 
thing can.” 

Perhaps his success comes from 
this philosophy: “All these big 
decisions that I make, I do be¬ 
cause I think they are right — 
not for my good, for what the 
people will think of it, or the 
army’s or the United States. I 
have made mistakes; but they are 
honest ones, because I have tried 
to do right. So, I can go home at 
night and get a good night’s rest.” 

I had pursued the policy I 
have used constantly on this 
trip of asking questions. I was 
determined to ask of our gra¬ 
cious host one more: “General 
MacArthur, how do you feel about 
the missionaries?” 

His answer was prompt and em- 
ph cic. “I would like to have in 
J.pan fifty missionaries for each 
missionary who is here today. You 
see a vacuum has been formed.

Methodism’s Statistical Office 
Reveals 1949 Gains In Membership, 
Contributions, And Woman’s Society 


CHICAGO -(Special)- Metho¬ 
dist Church membership increased 
to 8,792,569 and contributions for 
all purposes climbed to $229,297,- 
111 during 1949, according to offi¬ 
cial figures just compiled by the 
Rev. Albert C. Hoover, director 
of the denomination’s Statistical 
Office. His report covers the 
church’s 106 annual conferences 
and missions in the United States 
and possessions but does not in¬ 
clude Methodism’s conferences 
overseas. 

Church school membership in¬ 
creased 152,153 during the year 
and now stands at 5,807,959. This 
includes a Sunday School enroll¬ 
ment of 5,113,704, with an aver¬ 
age attendance of 2,871,061 

Pastors’ reports, submitted to 
Dr. Hoover from- the church’s 
40,472 preaching places, indicated 
a total of 368,564 new members 
received from preparatory mem¬ 
bership, on profession of faith, 
and from other denominations.

Dr. Caradine Hooton, Methodist Temperance Head, 
Writes Concerning Growing Alcohol Menace 


My naifie is: Caradine R. Hooton. I am Executive Secretary of 
The Board of Temperance, The Methodist Church. 

For 24 years I was pastor of downtown churches. For the last 
dozen years, I maintained prayer chapels, open day and night to the 
public. As counsellor, my office and services were used by thousands 
of people seeking guidance and help in their problems. 

For several years, I was ministerial advisor in a city-wide, court- 
supported marriage clinic. Before us appeared scores of young 
people on the edge of matrimonial disaster. It is my judgment 
that 90 percent of these tragedies came about through the influence 
of alcohol. 

As platform consultant and speaker in youth assemblies, I have 
contacts with thousands of young people and leaders of youth. It is 
my studied conviction that there is a growing cynicism among 
young people who belong to families involved in that sensational 
cultural shift from rural to urban society. Many of them, otherwise 
interested in religious work, “want none of that old temperance 
stuff.” I believe , that this changed attitude during the past ten 
or twelve years is directly traceable to false impressions made by 
the advertisers of beverage alcohol who have increased the popularity 
of drinking in the homes. There is a growing disposition among 
many to discount basic scientific and moral facts concerning the 
effects upon men and society. There is a rising tide of trouble 
caused, I think, by constant reminders over radio and through 
colorful magazine advertising, that beer and hard liquor belong 


to men of distinction. 

When 33 million boys and girls are repeatedly admonished that 
alcohol is the friend of good cheer and success, it is to be expected 
that such advertising will pay off in terms of increased sales to 
many new converts. As Executive Secretary of the Board of Tem¬ 
perance, I am importuned by many pastors and lay leaders to 
“come over and help us.” Differences between home practices and 
church teaching are leaving the young people sandwiched in be¬ 
tween parents and pastors on questions of social drinking. In 
spite of tremendous pressures, a large percentage of youth want 
to go along with Christian convictions that abstinence is the 
best policy, and appeals are constantly made for literature to “con¬ 
vince mother and dad that alcohol is not the way to abundant 
life.” We, also, receive pitiful requests from parents and teachers 
to “save our youth from drink.” 


Mr. Chairman, I submit that when Christian parents or young 
people set high standards of sobriety for themselves, our Gov¬ 
ernment owes the obligation of securing them in the freedom to 
exercise these rights. In our home are two young daughters, who 
are so in love with life, that they have no time for the lounge. 
They choose adventures into creative activity, and are not attract¬ 
ed by the taverns. We have been able, thus far, to keep them 
away from the seductiveness of the saloon. Our homes and our 
churches are havens of protection from the hell of the public house. 
In them, they love good music and superb programs on television 
and radio. When we seek the security of our homes and the beauty 
of our sanctuaries for training young people in the pure enjoyments 
of the truly temperate life, does not the great American Govern¬ 
ment owi to us the unfettered freedom of these private rights, 
without the molestation of invasion by a known destroyer?

Only a 
few of these boys could read or 
write when they came to the 
institute. Along with the effort 
to teach the boys three “Rs”; 
they have taught them to make 
hoes, axes, knives, shoes, and 
carpentry and poultry raising. 
Mrs. O’Neal, besides taking care 
of the three children, is the 
practical nurse for sick, in this 
remote territory, where doctors 
never visit.

The Centenary College Choir lived up to its press notices and 
brought overwhelming acclaim from audiences in Alexandria, Baton 
Rouge, New Orleans, Lafayette, Lake Charles, and Beaumont, Texas 
in its recent winter singing tour. 

With the exception of one newspaper, the Baton Rouge Morn¬ 
ing Advocate, the press gave great praise to the direction and 
execution of the concerts. Vincent Marino, music reporter on the 
Baton Rouge sheet, proved the exception among reporters of the 
Centenary story who unanimously acclaimed the verve, spright¬ 
liness, and brilliance of the singing aggregation from Shreveport. 

Marino described the choir’s rendition of “Old Rockin Chair” as 
being an “unhappy combination of pseudo-blues and classical treat¬ 
ment.” He attacked A. C. Voran, director, as being “loquacious” and 
accused him of “rather obvious ad libbing” between numbers 
with the apparent aim ©f establishing a “homey relationship be¬ 
tween the audience and singers.” He further stated that such 
actions could easily produce the atmosphere of a minstrel show. 

His criticism of “Alleluia”indicated that the number “lacked depth 
and sincerity, and showed little of the inspirational, quality which 
one is wont to associate with the story of the Risen Christ at 
Eastertide.” 

Despite the criticism of this obvious “chip-on-shoulder” reporter, 
audiences thundered applause and approved heartily of fee varied 
program which included hymns, anthems, folk songs and a gay 
number which sent six costumed singers tripping across the 
stage in a square dance. 

Result of Criticism 

The net result of adverse criticism of this soft is to bring up 
questions in the minds of people who were not present at the 
performances and produce feelings of superiority and emotions 
of scorn in those who would be alert to hear such things about 
an organization representing a different religious group. 

This writer has no way of knowing the mind of the critic ex¬ 
cept through analysis of his writing. One wonders, however, where 
he gets his standard of judgment. Is he a deeply religious pcreon 
who has entered the experience of the Resurrection of our Lord and 
is thus able to say that the singers were not in his company at all 
because they had not sung the “Alleluia” in such a way as to 
indicate to him that they really “knew the power” of the Re¬ 
surrection themselves? Marino said that the rendidition of this 
number lacked “depth and sinceity” and showed little of the 
“inspirational quality one is wont to associate with the story . . ” 
One infers that the critic here believes that he has the ability 
and insight to tell that others have not experienced certain relig¬ 
ious truths, although they firmly believe that they have. 

Critics' Rights In Question 

The right of the critic to judge the technical aspect of a number 
is not in question. If Mr. Marino is a musician and detects weak 
points he has a right to express himself. He may say that a num¬ 
ber was “sloppily done” or that it was not “sharp and clear” or 
that the singers “did not seem to put themselves into it” and 
thus stay on the acceptable side of criticism. But when he moves 
to the task of assessing the corporate experience of the choir and

If we stiffen our backs and tear ruthlessly into our motives 
and are willing to shear off prideful adorments when criticism 
of our work comes, then it is good for us. Now and then we 
need such shocks. But the world does not necessarily have tp 
know- that we have been judged wrathfully and even impugned 
in motive. Some cry that “we can’t take it” and we’ll say that 
we can and will take just criticism. Mr. Marino will help the 
Centenary Choir a lot, but will not improve human relations 
very much. 

Unfair Remarks About Voran 

What Mr. Marino did not take into account at the Istrouma 
performance was that Mr. Voran is not a Jack Benny, and does 
not pretend to be. His remarks were not hilariously funny - they 
had to be made extempore. Even Bob Hope has his best gags 
planned with the help of paid performers well in advance of 
show - time. 

The Centenary Choir has built its reputation around skill, sin¬ 
cerity, and color. It is different. It has no competitor. It captures 
the charm of the romance of the Old South (real or imagined, it 
makes little difference) and in so doing please several human emo¬ 
tions. But it apparently did not please Mr. Marino.

With these words a large news¬ 
paper* of Oklahoma City began an 
article on the Rural Seminar .con¬ 
ducted at Oklahoma City Univer¬ 
sity January 10, 11, and 12. Here 
were people intrested in the rural 
church from the entire South Cen¬ 
tral Jurisdiction. This meeting of 
one hundred fifty ministers, lay¬ 
men and women studying various 
aspects of the problem, revealed 
several things we would want to 
know about in Louisiana. First, 
we are far far behind in our pro¬ 
gram. We are among the most 
rural states of the Jurisdiction, yet 
we dq as poor a job if not the 
poorest of all. In some of the Con¬ 
ferences, group ministry plans are 
working wonders. In these rural 
situations they have well trained 
and attractive young men, who 
could hold any city appointment, 
yet they choose to remain in the 
country. As a result, these 
churches which were once scarcely 
open at all, are now alive and the 
central force in the community 
life. Their activities as indicated 
by slides, which by the way, will 
be available a bit later, would 
put some of our city churches to 
shame. Also, and this has been 
our . stumbling block for a long 
time, they have salaries on a par 
with the average city church. 


This is worked out by having tem¬ 
porary help from the Board of 
Missions Town and Country sec¬ 
tion, the use of The Lord's Acre 
Plan, and by simply nsw vitality 
in the church bringing in more 
money. 

Each Conference was asked to 
have about ten delegates attend 
this meeting. Some groups were 
complete, while we had but one. 
In the amount of money spent 
by the Town and Country com¬ 
mission, several Conferences re¬ 
ported five thousand dollars or 
more. Louisiana spent last year 
two hundred and twenty dollars. 

Perhaps the most deadly thing 
to work in the Rural Church is an 
attitude on the part of a Confer¬ 
ence that it is a reflection on the 
ability of a man to send him to 
the Country. If it is believed that 
a circuit puts a minister in a low¬ 
er bracket to one who is in town, 
then it will not be able to go any 
further. But since Methodism has 
made its greatest strides from its 
beginnings in America in the open 
areas, is it not time we got our 
sense of values and direction 
straight again? It requires just 
as capable a man in every way to 
make a rural situation succeed 
as it does a city one. If we stop 
putting this false classification on 


men, we can get young men to 
train and dedicate themselves to 
a rural ministry. They are doing 
it in other places, why not in Lou¬ 
isiana? 

This article is being written 
for two purposes. The first is to 
interest the men of the Confer¬ 
ence in the Country Church in 
Louisiana. The second is to create 
interest in our employing a full 
time secretary of the Town and 
Country Commission whose duty 
it wil be to promote Larger Par¬ 
ish and The Group Ministry Plans 
in the many places in the State 
where it needs to be done. He will 
be able to change our rural 
churches from struggling quarter 
time affairs, to vital living groups 
that are not being absorbed by 
the Baptists, the Catholics or the 
Sects.

En route to Singapore 
Hong Kong, Britain’s most 
colorful Far Eastern colony, is 
called Fragrant Harbour. It is the 
most picturesque harbor we have 
yet visited. It has a beauty and 
grandeur that has inspired writers 
to wax lyrically of it. Shipping 
here shows startling contrasts of 
the old and the new. Lying side 
by side’are small sampans and 
junks — crudely but nevertheless 
expertly fashioned in the experi¬ 
ence of ‘ the centuries, together 
with steam launches, coastal 
tramps, large passenger liners, oil 
tankers and modern battleships. 

Hong Kong represents some¬ 
thing more than a little colony 
(it covers an area of only 32 
square mites), a great port, an in¬ 
valuable entrepot of trade, a re¬ 
fuge for hundreds of thousands 
against the storm which has 
driven' them from their, homes: 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen, the father of 
modern China, in an address at 
Hong Kong University on Feb¬ 
ruary 20, 1923 said, “Where and 
how did I get my revolutionary 
and modern ideas? I got my ideas 
in this very place; in the colony of 
Hong Kong.” On many occasions 
he sought safety here from the 
supporters of the Manchu dynasty. 

In all the adventures and mis¬ 
adventures of the centuries, amid 
all the conquests, the wars, the 
discovery and peopling of new 
lands, there have been principles 
that have lighted the path of men. 
This rocky island is a solid symbol 
of those principles that belong to 
the ages rather than a mere ephe¬ 
meral Marxist episode in the 
march of humanity. Although the 
Communistfe are only 17 miles 
away, Hong Kong still stands in 
defiance of the storm over Asia. 
British battleships are anchored 
in the harbor, her planes fly over¬ 
head, soldiers from England and 
Australia frequent the streets, and 
there is obviously an undertone 


of uneasiness. Nevertheless, life 
is calm today in Hong Kong. 

The establishment of Hong 
Kong as a Crown Colony in 1841 
was the response of the Govern¬ 
ment of Great Britain to the de¬ 
mands of British merchants and 
traders for a settlement of the 
South China Coast from which 
they might trade freely and in 
safety with South China. The 
city is the busiest and most pros¬ 
perous one we have visited in the 
Orient. 

In reality two cities are repre¬ 
sented in Hong Kong. Kowloon 
is on the mainland of the penin¬ 
sula, opposite to the island com¬ 
monly called Hong Kong,—al¬ 
though the proper name is Vic¬ 
toria, the entire area being Hong 
Kong. The island is connected 
with Kowloon by a ferry service 
of only a few cents, and we cross¬ 
ed and re-crossed frequently dur¬ 
ing our stay there. 

In the business sections of both 
communities there are labyrinths 
of narrow winding streets on 
which are to be found the strang¬ 
est mixture of shops, small one- 
room factories, ships chandlers, 
restaurants and private houses. 
Many of the houses are poorly 
built back-to-back tenements with 
hopelessly inadequate sanitary ar¬ 
rangements for their teeming in¬ 
habitants. 

I do not believe that anywhere 
in the world is there such a fas¬ 
cinating shopping center: chests 
made from teakwood and camp¬ 
hor, linens, woolens, silks,—in¬ 
deed cloth of various types —, 
ivory carvings, leather luggage, 
perfumes, antiques of China and 
wood carvings. Jade has drifted 
down to this area. Bargaining is 
great sport, although it is not dif¬ 
ficult to guess the winners. The 
great merchants are not the sons 
of Abraham but the Chinese. 

Above the central district of 
Victoria (commonly called Hong 
Kong) is the Peak District which 
is entirely resdential. In summer

it is five to six degrees cooler than 
the city below. Many of these 
Peak houses appear from below 
to be precariously placed on the 
hillside and almost in danger of 
falling down. They are built upon 
Jeifraces, one above the other; 
and the view at night with thou- 
sans of lights, as you see it across 
the harbor, is as near the picture 
of a brilliant fairyland as one can 
imagine. Many of these homes 
cannot be reached by automobiles, 
but they are approached by steep, 
narrow paths, just wide enough 
to allow coolies to struggle along 
with their sedan cars. The houses 
are of European type, adapted to 
the tropics. 

The residential Peak District is 
served by a funicular railway. It 
is operated by a wire cable. Its 
upper terminus at Victoria Gap 
is 1,306 feet above sea level. The 
track follows the precipitous 
slopes of the hillside, and the as¬ 
cent provided us a thrilling ex¬ 
perience. 

Naturally Hong Kong is served 


by the British Methodists. We have 
found it wise to station here accp- 
| able representatives of the For¬ 
eign and the Woman’s Section of 
| our Board of Missions. Rev. and 
Mrs. Lewistine M. McCoy and 
| Miss Myrtle Simth are these per¬ 
il sons. The importance of the work 
| done by these friends, particularly 
| at the present time, cannot be 
| overestimated. 

1 We had dinner in the McCoy 
| home the first night we were 
* there. They are Virginians, and 
we had a wonderful Southern 
dinner — fried chicken, hot bis¬ 
cuits, ice cream and all the other 
dishes that are a part of such a 
meal were thoroughly enjoyed by 
all of us. In addition to the Mc¬ 
Coys and their two lovely children 
(incidentally, their month-old son 
has been named “Martin”) and 
Miss Smith, we had present Miss 
Frances Fulton, who is impatient¬ 
ly waiting until she will be per¬ 
mitted to get to Foochow in the 
interior of China. From these 
friends we learned about our work 
in China at the present time. 
Brother McCoy had recently seen 
George Workman and Bishop and 
Mrs. Ralph Ward, and we rejoiced 
*0 know that they were well. The 
Communists are following the cus¬ 
tomary pottern: the Christian 
movement has been thwarted; al¬ 
ready courses in Bible are being 
forbidden; the future is indefi¬ 
nite, but the missionaries have 
not lost heart. China is called the 
Eternal Beginning: It has had its 
high and low momonants before. 
From the day of the Young J. All¬ 
ens and the Lambuths, our Mission 
aries have lived with problems 
and difficulties. But over and 
over they have been willing to be¬ 
gin anew. We may lose heart back 
home, but the valiant men and 
women who have heard and re¬ 
sponded to the call to go into all 
the world are not faint of heart. 
They declare, “A great door and 
effectual is open unto me, and 
there are many adversaries.” 


We felt very much at home with 
the McCoys. He was in the theo¬ 
logical seminary with W. D. Bod- 
die, Luther Booth, Jack Cooke 
and Dana Dawson, Jr., of Lou¬ 
isiana, and David Conyers, Joel 
Cooper and Byron Cravens of 
Arkansas. David Conyers intro¬ 
duced him to the girl who became 
Mrs. McCoy. If they were in our 
Area they would be a part of the 
splefndid group to which their 
classmates belong. 

These words are written as we 
journey to Singapore. To be cer¬ 
tain that the message be received 
in time to appear in the Arkansas 
Methodist and the Louisiana 
Methodist, we cabled a Christmas 
greeting to our people in the two 
states from Manila. This article, 
mailed in Singapore, may reach 
you in time for Christmas. Mrs. 
Martin and I would like, for you 
to know that you are very much 
in our hearts and that we are 
praying that it may be a blessed 
Christmas season. We think of all 
of our excellent institutions, but. 
we remember particularly our 
Homes that minister to our orphan 
children. We know that our people 
again will be generous in their 
response to this great cause. 

We have had striking and un¬ 
usual experiences. The wisdom 
of making the trip on a ship, with 
the opportunity to see so much of 
work in the Orient, has already 
been justified. We plan now to 
leave the ship at Singapore, driv¬ 
ing through the country to Pe¬ 
nang, thus visiting our work in 
Malaya. This is indicative of jour¬ 
neys we did not even anticipate 
when we left San Francisco. Al¬ 
though we will spend Christmas 
far from home, we will be in the 
midst of holy work inspired by 
the Christ whose birth we cele¬ 
brate in this blessed period of the 
Christian year; and we will be 
in the midst of people of another 
race and color but nevertheless 
God’s children and our brothers 
and sisters.

Buck Hill Falls, Pa.—Thirty- 
five Methodist district superin¬ 
tendents, one from each episcopal 
area in the United ‘States, spent 
January 30-31 in the Inn here in 
informal consultation with the 
Council of Secretaries of World 
Service Agencies. 

Summoned by the Council’s Pro¬ 
motion Committee, of which Dr. 
Harry Denman is chairman, the 
program centered on methods of 
keeping benevolences in focus in 
local churches. The agenda was 
planned in both give and take 
fashion. 

Dr. Thomas B. Lugg, of Chicago, 
treasurer of the General Commis¬ 
sion on World 'Service and Finance, 
provided factual material. During 
the last year the giving of the 
churches was a 29.43 per cent in¬ 
crease over the 1944-48 world ser¬ 
vice askings, he reported. Bishop 
Clare Purcell of Birmingham, 
Ala., president of the World Ser¬ 
vice Commission, stressed the point 
that world service apportionment 
should not be regarded as the ceil¬ 
ing but rather the floor, or min¬ 
imum level and that Kingdom 
progress can be made only when 
giving rises above that minimum. 

A graphic exhibit of educational 
material available to pastors was 
made by Mr. Earle H. MacLeod, of 
Chicago, who directs world service 
promotion for the Council. The 
Re,v. O. F. Whitlock, of Harris¬ 
burg, Ill., presented a discussion- 
provoking paper on the type of 
letter that promotes giving. 

To show that benevolent giving 
levels can be lifted, the Rev. Phil¬ 
ip T. Bohi, pastor of Grand Avenue 
Church, Kansas City, Mo., told the 
story of a 1700 per cent increase 
in eight years in his church. 

The superintendents were priv¬ 
ileged to see “This Changing 
World,” an amazing motion pic¬ 
ture of the development of life on 
this planet. Produced by Mr. John 
Ott, it is to be sponsored by the 
Methodist Radio and Film Com¬ 
mission. 

The president and secretary of 
the Council of Secretaries, Dr. 
Karl P. Meister, of Chicago, and 
Dr. Horace W. Williams, of Nash¬ 
ville, served the meeting as pre¬ 
siding officer and scribe. The 
friendly discussion and interchange 
of views and methods between su¬ 
perintendents and secretaries are 
reflected in the following unani¬ 
mously adopted fourteen points of 
the Findings Committee: 

The Findings Committee recom¬ 
mends— 

1. That we, as District Superin¬ 
tendents, accept our personal re¬ 
sponsibility for promoting World 
Service and Conference Benevo¬ 
lences as the greatest evangelistic 
opportunity of the church, recog¬ 
nizing it as the channel through 
which every layman and pastor 
may most successfully and effect¬ 
ively extend his personal influence 
and material substance by which 
this ONE WORLD may become the 
Kingdom of God. Therefore, that 
we should accept our District Ap¬ 
portionments cheerfully and pledge

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Bishop Martin On High Seas Much 
Impressed With Spirit of Adoration 


Writes Letter Replete With Interesting 
Incidents and Experiences While Aboard 
The Steamship President Monroe 


December 27, 

Enroute to Bombay. 

“0 Come Let Us Adore Him” 
—the large congregation assemb¬ 
led in the lounge of the President 
Monroe for the Christmas service 
on Sunday morning, December 25, 
as we journeyed on the high seas 
from Colombo, Ceylon, to Cochin, 
India, seemed really to catch the 
significance of the words. We have 
had beautiful and helpful services 
as we have assembled on Sunday 
mornings on the ship, but all the 
members of the group seemed on 
Christmas morning to a marked 
degree to enter into the spirit of 
the hour until you felt they really 
wanted to express their adoration. 

Twenty minutes of recorded mu¬ 
sic helped to create the proper at¬ 
mosphere. At eleven o’clock chimes 
were heard in “Joy to the World,” 
which was the first hymn we were 
to sing. It seemed as if it were 
meant to be a Methodist service, 
for the Cokesbury*Hymnals are the 
ones provided for 'the ship. In ad¬ 
dition there were sufficient copies 
of the Methodist Book of Worship 
for us to use the beautiful service 
in that splendid volume for Christ¬ 
mas. Then a Methodist preacher 
brought the message on “What 
Does Christmas Hold For You?” 
There were several Mthodists in 
the congregation, including two 
from my area: Mrs. Martin and 
Mrs. Della Johnson, of Sulphur 
Springs, Ark. The holy hush that 
was present at the beginning of the 
service continued through the ben¬ 
ediction. Late in the evening the 
captain of the ship said the whole 
day had been different because we 
worshipped together in the morn¬ 
ing. 

We arrived at Cochin at four 
o’clock Christmas morning. All of 
the passengers were on deck for 
our first glimpse of India. The 
songs we heard first as children so 
frequently come to our lips; thus 
I found myself humming, “From 
Greenland’s Icy Mountains to In¬ 
dia’s Coral 'Strands.” 

Each Christmas we enjoy our 
Christmas cards, but we have never 
enjoyed them quite as much as we 
did on Christmas afternoon in 
Cochin, Immediately after the ship 
was docked we were given a large 
bundle of Christmas cards, and 
from then until the dinner hour we 
were like children singing and 
laughing as they opened their toys 
on Christmas morning. One of us 
would exclaim, “We have heard 

from -,” and name some of 

you dear friends back heme. Never 
were cards so beautiful ,and never 
did friendship bridge the ocean of 
distance and 'time as did the ex¬ 
pressions of love from dear ones 
to us on Christmas day. I wish we 
could write to each of you and 
thank you individually. We have 
called you by name in our prayers. 

Christmas dinner on our ship 
was a gala affair. For several days 
all of the public rooms have been 
beautifully decorated in keeping 
with the season. One of the pret¬ 
tiest trees we have seen reaches 
the ceiling in the lounge. Our 
meals have all been appetizing and 
attractive, but the dinner Christ¬ 
mas night was the most elaborate 
of them all. The booklet contain¬ 
ing the menu was a work of art 
which we will want to keep. Pedro, 
our waiter, who seems to be un¬ 
happy when tve do not try all the 
interesting dishes, was all smiles, 
for we selected food, both as to 
quality and quantity, that suited 
the occasion. 

After dinner we gathered in the 
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lounge for the Christmas party. I 
have already spoken of the lovely 
decorations. Bowls of fruit, plat¬ 
ters of fruit cake, dishes heaped 
with candy and nuts all added to 
the festive gathering. Grape juice 
was served, so that even the Pres¬ 
ident of the Board of Temperance 
could take a cup each time the 
steward passed. Soon the affair 
seemed to borrow/a speech from a 
Christmas tree party in the church 
when we were children: “I have 
just received word that 'Santa 
Clause is coming direct from the 
North Pole to the President Mon¬ 
roe with gifts for all the boys and 
girls.” The words were scarely 
uttered until we heard bells, and 
in a moment Santa bounded into 
the room. We were in a tropical 
land, but he was the same old 
Santa—white beard, red suit, shin¬ 
ing boots,—and all of us received 
presents. Mrs. Martin was given a 
lovely Chinese scarf, and I have 
two attractive ebony elephants. 
When we finally went to our room 
at midnight we said we had thought 
we might be lonely that day; but 
with the fellowship with new 
friends, an inspiring Christmas 
service and a great number of 
cards and letters from home, we 
had known a Christmas day that 
we would long remember. 

Christmas Eve had given us a 
touching human interest story, 
shared with us by a gracious lady 
who is going around the world. 
Three score and ten years ago a 
in :San Francisco, with relatiyes, 
husband and wife started on a 
journey around the world, leaving 
their children, the youngest of 
whom was a little girl of three. In 
Colombo the mother became ill 
with typhus and died. On Christ¬ 
mas Eve the woman, who was the 
little daughter, drove to the hotel 
where her mother died. That night 
as the ship slipped out to sea and 
the lights in the harbor faded into 
the night, she told us the story. 

We had only a single day in Co¬ 
lombo, but it was 'an interesting 
one. It is the principal port of Cey¬ 
lon, an important island lying off 
the southeastern part of thoe In¬ 
dian peninsula. This independent 
island has a fascinating past. The 
early Chinese knew it as the sor¬ 
rowless land and the island of 
jewels; the Greeks, as the land of 
the hyacinth and the ruby; and to 
the early navigators of Europe 
who returned 'laden with spices the 
very breeze that blew from Ceylon 
was redolent with perfume! 

More than half of Ceylon is still 
in jungle which shelters elephants, 
pigs, bears, leopards, deer, white 
buffaloes and numerous other 
tropical beasts, to say nothing of a 
wealth of bird life. 

The higher altitudes of Ceylon 
have become the domain of tea. 
There are millions of tea bushes 
on the hill slopes, and the fortunes 
of countless persons are dependent 
on the glossy leaf that provides a 
delicious beverage. Cocoanut es¬ 
tates and rubber plantations pro¬ 
vide other products that bring in¬ 
come to the island. Still other com¬ 
mercial products are coffee, cinna¬ 
mon and citronella. 

Ceylond has supplied precious 
stones to the world since the ear¬ 
liest days. A great variety of 
stones is found: star-sapphires, 
rubies, alexandrites, garnets, to¬ 
pazes, catseyes, zircons, amethysts 
and moonstones being the chief. 
Gem mining, or gemming, is car¬ 
ried on in low-lying land, rice 
fields and swamps in the tradition¬ 
al manner. The gem-bearing gravel 
is found at depths below the.sur-

face varying from four to fifteen 
feet. Pits are sunk Into the ground 
and surrounded with stakes to 
prevent the sides falling through. 
In rivers the method adopted is. 
hand-dredging by means of long 
hoes, the handles of which the ten 
to seventeen feet long. The gravel 
dregged out is washed in cone- 
shaped buckets, and the stones, if 
any, settle at the bottom. King 
Solomon is said to have sent his 
ships to Galle, the ancient harbor 
of Ceylon, to buy gems for the 
Queen of Sheba. The fantastic 
beauties found there today would 
bring beauty to the jewel chest of 
any modern qqueen. 

As we sailed under the Golden 
Gate Bridge at ( San Francisco one 
beautiful November day, Mrs. Mar¬ 
tin and I reminded ourselves of a 
statement we read a number of 
years ago as we started on another 
journey across an ocean: “Beyond 
the horizon that every evening 
takes the sun into its arms lies a 
world we are starting to explore.” 
The President Monroe has brought 
us safely to one great port after 
another. Magic names have be¬ 
come realities. 

Now we are in India! Cochin is 
the oldest European settlement in 
this vast sub-continent. Vasco de 
Gama came here first in 1502. 
This afternoon we visited the 
Church of St. Francis built by 
Portugese Franciscans in 1516. 
Vasco de Gama returned in 1524 
and became ill during this second 
trip and died and was buried in the 
chancel of this interesting old 
church. I was allowed to thumb 
through some old record books and 
found the account of another Mar¬ 
tin who was baptized there in 1752. 

Dr. James K. Mathews, the asso¬ 
ciate secretary of the Foreign Di¬ 
vision of our Board of Missions 
and Church Extension, had written 
to his friend, the Metropolitan of 
the Mar Thoma Syrian Church, 
that we were coming here. The 
Metropolitan was in another part 
of his territory at this time, but he 
very graciously arranged for Rev. 
P. E. Thomas, the local pastor, to 
meet us and to take us to places of 
interest. Today Mrs. Martin and I 
Were escorted by this gracious gen¬ 
tleman and two of his members, a 
leading attorney and a prominent 
engineer. The day was a fine intro¬ 
duction to a great land. 

Early Thursday morning we ar¬ 
rive in Bombay. We have tried to 
share our experiences in these oth- 
l er countries by the letters we have 


written. It is altogether likely that 
we shall have to wait until we re¬ 
turn home to speak of India. We 
have a very heavy schedule for the 
weeks ahead; much travel is in¬ 
volved, and speaking engagements 
are plentiful. It will be difficult I 
am afraid even to keep an ade¬ 
quate journal. However, we eager¬ 
ly begin, and we feel that our 
Heavenly Father will give us the 
strength and power for the tasks 
ahead. We will carry o'Ur people in 
our prayers and look forward to 
the time when we may share with 
you these wonderful days. The 
Christ whom we adore is and will 
be with all of us night and day and 
everywhere.

“THERE OUGHT TO 
BE A LAW—” 

—making it illegal to sell whis- 
keyw, wine or beer at any gasoline 
filling station, drug store, or gro¬ 
cery store. 

—making it illegal to employ 
females of any age, even the lic¬ 
ensee's wife, or minors of either 
sex, in any place where wiskey, 
wine or beer are sold at retail. 

—making it illegal to sell whis¬ 
key, wine or beer anywhere in the 
state within five hundred feet of 
churches, schools, public libaries or 
playgrounds. 

—making the ownership, or pos¬ 
session of any mechanical device 
designed for or adapted to gam¬ 
bling purposes, prima facia evi¬ 
dence of illegal operation thereof, 
and subject to fine and imprison¬ 
ment or both, and the machines 
subject to confiscation and de¬ 
struction by the State. 

—making the possession of a 
Federal Tax Stamp for the retail 
sale of distilled or malt beverages 
in any area voted dry by the peo¬ 
ple, prima facie evidence of illegal 
liquor selling, subject to appropri¬ 
ate penalties. 

—fixing a small quantity limit 
upon the amount of alcoholic bev¬ 
erages that may be sold by drug¬ 
gists on a medical doctor's pre¬ 
scription, and requiring a separate 
new prescription for every sale of 


intoxicants (distilled, vinous or 
malt beverages). Too many drug¬ 
gists in Lopisiana are doing a busi¬ 
ness that is 90 per cent liquor and 
10 per cent aspirin tablets; and 
there are doctors stupid enough, 
medically dishonest enough, and 
profit-wise fearful enough, to work 
in collusion with such criminal 
“druggists." 

—eliminating every feature in 
Louisiana law which discriminates 
in favor of the beer-seller as 
against the whiskey-seller and 
which treats beer as “a soft drink" 
or “a non-intoxicant." Make beer 
as well as whiskey subject to the 
Verdict of citizens every two years 
in local option elections. 

Qualifications For Pastor 

When a certain church found it 
necessary to find a new pastor, 
the ’Stewards wrote out a list of re¬ 
quirements. for him. 

1. He must have a great faith, 
and complete adherence to the 
teachings of Jesus Christ, and abil¬ 
ity to convince listeners. 

2. Adequate educational back¬ 
ground (college and seminary). 

3. Aas a pastor: He must have 
drive and energy, good health, 
proven ability to plan, organize, 
direct and administer aggressively, 

4. Record: He must have a prov¬ 
en record of regular calling on 
both sick and well members; of 
successful organization of such 
groups as youth, choir, Sunday 
School, etc.; of an aggressive new 
member program, of high church 
interest and attendance; of church 
financial balance; of broad civic 
co-operation, and of imaginative 
planning. 

5. A complimentary wife and 
family. 

6. That he has remained con¬ 
temporary by study, reading, and 
keeping close to the lives, of his 
people. 

This is not intended to give any 
groups of laymen and ideas.

General Board 
Of Evangelism 
Reviews Decade 

Cincinnati.—Dr. Harry Denman, 
reporting to the annual meeting of 
the 'General Board of Evangelism 
of the (Methodist Church held here 
January 18-19, summoned Protes¬ 
tants also to make 1950 a “Holy 
Year.” Bishop Ralph S. Cushman, 
of St. Paul, Minn., president of 
the Board, was; in the chair. Dr. 
Weldon F. Crossland is the Board’s 
recording secretary. 

In a fervent appeal to his staff 
and the 46 .men and women charg¬ 
ed with guiding this “spiritual 
life” agency of the Church, the 
executive secretary referred to 
the current Roman Catholic pil¬ 
grimages to Rome and the Pope’s 
ceremonial of knocking on the door 
of St. Peters. Then he said: “We 
hope that the Protestant churches 
of America will make 1950 a Holy 
Year by knocking on every door in 
the United States ... to tell the 
glorious news that Jesus is the 
Christ and that He is alive and is 
willing to give life to all that be¬ 
lieve on Him.” 

“We believe that more than 
8,0000 persons can be won for 
each calendar day of 1950, if those 
who sit in the pews on Sunday will 
go out during the week to knock 
on every door.” Dr. Denman said, 
“While it is necessary to worship 
God in our sanctuaries, it is also 
necessary to work on, the sidewalks 
for Christ.” 

Dr. Denman mentioned among 
advances made by the Board dur¬ 
ing the decade: 

The increase in circulation of 
the UPPER ROOM from 940,000 
to 1,968,000 and from editions in 
three languages to editions in nine 
languages and Braille. 

The development of UPPER 
ROOM literature by the starting of 
the Tidings department of Promo¬ 
tional Literature, which distributed 
seven million pieces last year. 

The purchase of the Medical 
Arts building. 

The Upper Room Radio Parish 
and its ministry through 1200 sta¬ 
tions. 

The organization of the Board 
into ten ably manned departments. 

The successful record of the 
Crusade Year of Evangelism. 

About 20 million pieces of even- 
gelistic literature were circulated 
during 1949, nearly 13 million 
from the UPPER ROOM and seven 
million from the Tidings Depart¬ 
ment. The UPPER ROOM, edited 
by Dr. J. Manning Potts, after two 
years of operating at a loss, pro¬ 
duced a net gain of $50,341 in 
1949. Circulation advanced 100,- 
000 . 

Organization of the recently in¬ 
corporated “Foundation for Evan¬ 
gelism” took place the day before 
the Board’s annual meeting. The 
12 trustees (9 must be laymen) 
elected the! following officers: 
President, Sollie E. McCreless, 
(San Antonio, Tex.; vice-president, 
Thomas W. ISpradling, St. Louis, 
Mo.; secretary, Claude Holmes, 
Quincy, Ill.; treasurer, D. E. 
Jackson, Nashville, Tenn. 

The purpose of this new Meth¬ 
odist body is to promote and sup¬ 
port all phases of evangelism, en¬ 
courage donors and provide a fiscal 
agency to protect gifts designated 
for the cause of evangelism. 

Bishop Charles C. Selecman 
(retired) of Dallas, a former pres¬ 
ident of the Board, will give a 
share of his time to promoting the 
purposes of the Foundation. 

The- Western Jurisdiction show¬ 
ed the best evangelistic ratio for 
the church during 1949, according 
to a tabulation presented by Dr. 
George H. Jones, editor of 'Shep¬ 
herds. The figure is reached by 
dividing the number of active 
members by the number received 
on profession of faitth. The Cen¬ 
tral Jurisdiction took second hon¬ 
ors. In the Western it took but 


14.1 members to win 1; Central 
Jurisdiction, 1 for 16.5 members; 
North Central,, 1 for 17.9; North¬ 
eastern, 1 for 19.2; South Cen¬ 
tral, 1 for 20.1, and Southeastern, 
1 for 21.8. The evangelistic ratio 
for the entire church was 19.3. 

The several speakers on the pro¬ 
gram successively called on every 
category of church relationship to 
become evangelists—pastors, dis¬ 
trict superintendents, teachers, 
parents, laymen, women and youth. 
Dr. John Q. Schisler, of Nashville, 
executive of the Division of the 
Local Church,” declared that “a 
program of Christian education 
which is not evangelistic in its aim 
and purpose is; not Christian and 
a program of evangelism which 
does not involve the educational 
process is temporary and unsatis¬ 
factory.” Education and evange¬ 
lism must work together to make 
God the most tremendous fact in 
the life of youth, he said. 

Mrs. Edwin B. White, of Jack¬ 
sonville, Fla., representing the 
Committee on Spiritual Life of the 
Woman’s Division of Christien Ser¬ 
vice, appealed to womanhood to 
cultivate spiritual growth, to wit¬ 
ness to her faith unfailingly in her 
duties as wife and mother, and to 
play an active part in church and 
community life. 

“(Parental responsibility for the 
spiritual needs of their children is 
as definite and binding as the 
meeting of their material and men¬ 
tal needs,” the Rev. Byron A. 
Davis, of Huron, S. D., told Board 
members. “That 17,000,000 Amer¬ 
ican youth are approaching citizen¬ 
ship, marriage and parenthood 
without a knowledge of God or the 
Bible or a relation to any church 
is, in many cases, the parents’ fail¬ 
ure,” he said. “Home is still the 
most powerful factor in making or 
breaking character.” 

The Rev. George Harper, of 
Nashville, executive secretary of 
the National Conference of Meth¬ 
odist Youth, called the environ¬ 
ment in which youth is growing up 
“a tough world—a culture where 
the tendency of most of their 
groups is to grind them down to 
a level lower than that of Chris¬ 
tian experience and life.” He cited 
as evidence of youth’s increasing 
interest in evangelism the fact that 
many MYF groups are splitting 
the “worship and evangelism” 
committees in order to give fuller 
emphasis to evangelism. 

Rewarding experiences in per¬ 
sonal evangelism were related by 
a St. Louis layman, Thomas W. 
Spradling. The Rev. Walter R. 
Willis, of Palentine, Texas, told 
how helpfully the evangelistic 


spirit on the part of district super¬ 
intendents can operate. 

Bishop W. Earl Ledden, of Syra¬ 
cuse, N. Y., who presided at the 
last session, speaking of proposals 
to legalize gambling in his own 
state, said: “Since it is declared 
that men have an instinct for 
gambling, let us direct this passion 
for risk and adventure into higher 
channels . . . Let us say to men, 
‘Bet your life.’ For, after all, that 
is the esenee of evangelism. It is 
being so sure that Christ is right, 
and that his way is certain to win 
that we are willing tc invest our 
lives in that proposition. In the 
midst of the world’s current un¬ 
certainties, Christian evangelism 
lifts its daring challenge to trust 
the way of Christ—to bet your 
life on Him.” 

Of course, the almost incredible 
story of the Methodist Evangelistic 
Advance in Metropolitan Philadel¬ 
phia was told to the Board by the 
Rev. Harry L. Williams, its direct¬ 
or. Among points in his summary 
were these: 858 ministers, 5,000 
to 6,000 laymen participated; 
2,254 evangelistic services were 
held; 24,749 visitation interviews 
were made; 4,912 were won on 
profession of faith, 3,162 by trans¬ 
fer, total 8,074; 34 radio services, 
including television; 33,000 attend¬ 
ed final mass meeting. 

Plans were made for a Metho¬ 
dist National Week of Visitation 
Evangelism, March 12-18, as part 
of the program designed to bring 
600,000 into the church by April, 
1951. “Each one reach one” was 
the slogan selected. 

“Shut the back door” is the 
warning expressive of concern over 
“displaced Methodists.” It was 
pointed out that of the nearly nine 
million members of the Methodist 
Church, 1,589,249 are classified as 
non-resident and inactive. The 
Board is asking that twice a year, 
January and June, the records of 
local churches be inspected, pas¬ 
tors in the communities to which 
non-resident members have moved 
are to be notified and the members 
written letters urging them to 
identify themselves with churches 
where they now live. Locally, com¬ 
mittees of “friendly visitors” are 
to be organized and trained to call 
on disinterested members to lead 
them to a renewal of Christian 
activity. 

The Board of Evangelism was 
asked by the youth members to 
combine with the denomination’s 
Board of Education in calling a 
conference on youth evangelism. 
Here youth would be taught both 
methods and motives. 

Plans for a new headquarters 


building for the Board near the 
Scarritt College campus are in the 
hands of a building committee. It 
seems likely, the Board was told, 
that within the year work will be 
in progress. 

Following within a few hours 
the announcement of the resigna¬ 
tion of Mr. Myron Taylor as the 
President’s' personal representa¬ 
tive at the Vatican, the Board call¬ 
ed upon Mr. Truman to terminate 
this relationship. The Board re¬ 
minded the President that he had 
assured responsible, representative 
church leaders that this inherited 
arrangement was temporary and 
characterized it as a violation of 
American principle and tradition. 

“Unswerving opposition to the 
granting of federal aid to private 
and parochial schools” was voiced 
in another resolution. The protest 
based its argument, in part, upon 
the observation “that evangelistic 
zeal declines or disappears in total¬ 
itarian states; that efforts are 
made to silence messengers of the 
Gospel of Christ in lands where 
government support is extended to 
selected religious bodies.” 

Extensive and encouraging re¬ 
ports were made by the associate 
secretaries and editors of the ten 
departments through which the 
Board functions: Business, Daniel 
E. Jackson, treasurer; Cultivation, 
Promotion and Specials, Dr. Joseph 
E. Edge; Negro Work, Dr. J. W. 
Golden; Personal and Visitation 
Evangelism, Dr. Harry L. Wil¬ 
liams; Pulpit and Pastoral Evan¬ 
gelism, Dr. C. Lloyd Daugherty, 
Jr.; Spiritual Life, Dr. G. Ernest 
Thomas; Tidings-Promotional Lit¬ 
erature, Dr. George H. Jones; 
Upper Room-Devotional Litera¬ 
ture, Dr. J. Manning Potts.

our wholeharted devotion and co¬ 
operation to raise the total 
amounts assigned to our districts. 

2. That concerning the impor¬ 
tant question of “What can we do 
in the remaining World Service 
year?” we urge every church to 
send in all World Service amounts 
according to the Discipline Par. 
791. 

3. That we approve heartily the 
materials for the every member 
canvass as presented by our Pro¬ 
motional Director, Earle H. Mac¬ 
Leod, and urge all District Super¬ 
intendents to promote the same in 
each of his churches, and see that 
their pastors are supplied with all 
sample material. 

4. That an annual special listing 
of audio-visual resources be made 
available for distribution each 
year; and that the Council of Sec¬ 
retaries be requested to arrange 
for the production of major mo¬ 
tion pictures for the training of 
our Methodist people. 

5. That the paper on “What 
Kind of Literatures and Materials 
Will Help the 'Superintendents 
Promote Giving to World Service 
and Annual Conference Benevo¬ 
lences?” by Dr. O. F. Whitlock, be 
condensed and edited and made 
available to the District Superin¬ 
tendents to distribute to their pas¬ 
tors. 

6. That a greater importance be 
placed upon the Board of Missions 
in the local church and that they 
be carefully organized and acti¬ 
vated. 

7. That annual schools of mis¬ 
sions be conducted in the local 
churches. 


8. That the Council of Secre¬ 
taries make a definite study of the 
best and most efficient means of* 
making available promotional ma¬ 
terials to churches, and that it 
work toward unifying and coordi¬ 
nating the publications and mate¬ 
rials available for distribution. 

9. That the pastor holds the stra¬ 
tegic position in promoting World 
(Service giving in the local church 
and that the District Superintend¬ 
ent give definite help to this end. 

10. 'That we commend such 
methods as the tithe, the fourth 
■Sunday offering of both church 
school and loose offering of wor¬ 
ship services, the Pastor’s Retreat, 
Lord’s Acre, Laymen’s School, Fi¬ 
nancial Institute; all of these lead¬ 
ing to the ultimate goal of giving 
as much for others as we give to 
ourselves in every church. 

11. That it is our conviction that 
the World Service apportionment 
to the local church should be rec¬ 
ognized by District Superintend¬ 
ents and Pastors as a minimum 
need and that progress in the world 
program of the church can only be 
in proportion as giving actually 
exceeds this minimum. Toward 
that end, as a long range program 
we should work and pray. 

12. That a brief summary of the 
annual report of the Treasurer of 
the World Service Commission be 
mailed to all pastors. 

13. That we hereby express our 
appreciation to the Council of Sec¬ 
retaries for arranging and setting 
up this meeting; and to the man¬ 
agement of this Inn for the grac¬ 
ious hospitality extended to us 
while here. 

14. That copies of these findings 
be mimeographed and mailed to 
area representatives for distribu¬ 
tion to the other superintendents 
and bishops of their areas.

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Essential Needs Of Youth Presented 
In Article By John Q. Schisler 


Writer Analyzes These Needs In Splendid 
Three Group Discussion 

♦ 


By JOHN Q. SCHISLER. 

There are three classes of youth 
in the constituency of the Metho¬ 
dist Church: First, those who have 
had a genuine experience of re¬ 
ligion; second, those whose exper¬ 
ience of religion is shallow and un¬ 
satisfying; third, those who have 
no experience of religion worthy 
of the name. 

The First Group. 

A very large number of youth 
in our church are earnestly trying 
to be genuinely Christian in their 
attitudes, habits and conduct. 
Many times, they have had an ex¬ 
perience of God’s presence, and on 
many occasions they have renewed 
their vows of dedication to God’s 
will and purpose for their lives. 
They are imperfect, to be sure. 
Perhaps immature is a better word. 
They do not have the ability to dis¬ 
criminate and evaluate and judge 
which is acquired through exper¬ 
ience. 

They need to be given jobs to do 
in the church so that they may 
learn and develop skill and 
Strength. They must be encouraged 
to study the Christian gospel and 
its implications for the world they 
live in, so that their zeal may be 
based upon knowledge as well as 
emotion. They should be engaged 
in devotional exercises and wor¬ 
ship services through which their 
relationship to God may become 
understandable and therefore real. 
They should have sympathy and 
counsel as they face issues of 
grave consequences so that they 
may learn to meet life’s trying ex¬ 
periences bravely, that is, without 
being overwhelmed by them on the 
one hand and without assuming an 
air of martyrdom on the other. 

In this group of youth are po¬ 
tentially the leaders of tomorrow’s 
world. They, and youth like them 
in other churches must bear the 
brunt of the gigantic conflicts 
which are already being brought 
upon the World by two totalitarian 
powers—Communism and the Ro* 
man Catholic Hierarchy. In the 
terrific years which are coming, 
these 'Christian Protestant youth 
will be the stable element in a 
chaotic society, provided they are 
rooted and grounded in the essen¬ 
tial truths of the Protestant move¬ 
ment. In this is the world’s only 
hope for peace and freedom. The 
idealogical basis upon which men 
may be free is not found in any 
totalitarian power—-either of the 
state or of the church. The ideo¬ 
logy which is the basis of freedom 
is a Protestant contribution to hu¬ 
manity. Only upon that basis could 
democracy come into being. Only 
upon that basis can it survive. How 
can an adult ever hope to find a 
better place to invest his life than 
in the fellowship of these Christian 
youth upon whose young hearts 
and minds depends the destiny of 
the world? 

The Second Group of Youth. 

There are, unfortunately, many 
youth in our church whose exper¬ 
ience of religion is shallow. One 
day they professed to have a re¬ 
ligious experience and they joined 
the church but they did it more 
because some one asked them to do 
it than because of any depth of 
conviction on their own part. To 
them, God is not real; He is a 
vague something Without form, 
personality or power. They attend 
church occasionally, they partici¬ 
pate in the MYF when urged to do 
so, but it is all a bore, something 
to be hurried through so that they 
may get on to engagements that 
are thrilling. 

These youth need a spiritual 
awakening. God must become the 
most tremendous fact in their 


lives. Religion must become a dy¬ 
namic which sends them out into 
life with a Christian’s conviction 
and which sustains them when the 
going gets rough. The youth in this 
group also need guidance, counsel¬ 
ling, help, encouragement. Use 
whatever word you will, and it 
mearis Christian adult leadership. 
These youth cannot be high-pres¬ 
sured into right attitudes and prac¬ 
tices nor into deep and satisfying 
religious experiences. Skillful, de¬ 
voted, patient, continuous adult 
leadership can do it. 

'Who are these youth? In the 
first place, they are the youth we 
will lose unless we do better than 
we have been doing. Our church 
lost eight million one hundred and 
sixty-three thousand members in 
ten years. How many were youth? 

I do not know, but it is my esti¬ 
mate that approximately one mil¬ 
lion of these lost Methodists were 
between twelve and twenty-three 
years of age. Our church lost al¬ 
most as many members in ten 
years as the combined membership 
of two such denominations as the 
Disciples of Christ (1,658,966) 
and the Southern Presbyterians 
(532,135). The sluice gates of 
many local churches are open and 
youth are going out through them 
all because these churches do not 
have an adequate adult leadership 
for their youth. 

In the second place, these are 
the youth in whom the fires of re¬ 
ligion will completely go out un¬ 
less we are able to inspire them to 
make commitments with their 
whole mind and heart and soul. In 
the report of Dr. Paul Calvin 
Payne to the Board of Christian 
Education of the Northern Pres¬ 
byterian Church is the story of Sir 
Edwin Landseer and a picture 
which he once painted of a fire 
burning in a domestic grate. The 
fire glowed with so strange and 
marvelous a radiance that when 
the painting was exhibited in the 
Royal Academy in London, scores 
of visitors came from far and near 
to behold the miracle. Eventually 
the artist sold the painting for a 
handsome price. After a few years, 
however, the purchaser had to 
summon the artist. “Please come 
and light your fire,” he urged, “it 
has gone out. Landseer realized 
that he had used a very brilliant 
but fugitive pigment and so the 
glow of the fire had faded. The 
fate of Landseer’s painting is an 
all too common parable, Doctor 
Payne says, of the spiritual incan¬ 
descence of human beings. 

So it wil be with these youth, 
even in our churches, whose ex¬ 
perience of religion was shallow in 
the first place. There are approx¬ 
imately a half million, I would say, 
of such youth in our churches, and 
their experience of God will never 
be real and dynamic and satisfying 
unless some older persons love 
them, teach them, inspire them, 
live with them. 

The Third Group. 

These are the youth who have 
no experience of religion worthy 
of the name. 'Some of this group 
are members of the church. Most 
of them are not members. These 
youth are sinners, to use an old 
term. When you read of drunken 
driving, resulting in death by col¬ 
lision, stealing, burglary, murder, 
much of which is committed by 
youth under twenty-three years of 
age, pray give me a better word 
for them than sinners. Lessening 
the emphasis on the consequences 
of sin, softening the rebuke of 
sinners, adults as well as youth, is 
one of the great mistakes which 
theologians, preachers, and Chris¬ 
tian educators have made in the 
past quarter century. 


If you prefer a modern term, 
let us say these youth are unad¬ 
justed. They are not adjusted 
within themselves. Diverse forces 
are fighting for the mastery of 
their souls. They are not adjusted 
in their homes, if indeed they have 
homes. They are not adjusted in 
their human or divine relation¬ 
ships. Consequently they are un¬ 
satisfied, lost on a sea of indecis¬ 
ion, without chart or compass, 
groping for an unknown haven. 

Some of them need the psychi¬ 
atrist. All of them need Christian 
friends. Many of them are living 
in hell and it will get tougher the 
further they go unless they are res¬ 
cued by Christian youth, inspired 
and encouraged by adult leaders. 
Not one of these wayward youth 
is hopeless, provided the particular 
person or persons who have the 
opportunity in their hands of being 
God’s instrument for reaching 
them are willing to be used for this 
work. It will not be easy. Neither 
is service easy in Africa or in other 
fields, but some of our best young 
people go there to serve. 'Shall we 
close our eyes to the youth all 
about us who are as “lost” as if 
they lived in some foreign land? 

For how many such youth is our 
church responsible? Look around 
in our cities, small towns, in the 
open country. Count the youth in 
the churches and the youth out of 
the churches. It is estimated that 
the Methodist Church’s constitu¬ 
ency in this country is approxi¬ 
mately seventeen million people. 
Of that number, I believe it is con¬ 
servative to estimate that five mil¬ 
lion one hundred thousand of this 
Methodist constituency are young 
people. Our present MYF enroll¬ 
ment is one million one hundred 
seventy thousand, leaving in this 
third classification of youth ap¬ 
proximately three million four 
hundred thousand in this country 
who are the responsibility of the 
Methodist MYF. I know of nothing 
in our area of the church’s life, 
that is, in the field of Christian 
education, which troubles me more 
deeply than this. We have talked 
much of worship experiences for 
our youth, of study courses, of 
audio-visual aids, of recereational 
activities, of the social gospel, 
seemingly unaware of the fact, or 
unconcerned about it, that none of 
these things will ever have any 
meaning or value for more than 
three million Methodist young peo¬ 
ple, because they never darken the 
doors of our churches. You cannot 
teach them unless you reach them, 
and you cannot reach them unless 
somebody goes out after them. 

It is not a light thing for a man 
or woman or youth to stand before 
the altars of the church and take 
its vows of membership. In so do¬ 
ing, if he is sincere, he commits 
himself, body, mind and spirit, to 
the will of Christ. He becomes a 
unit in the body of Christ on earth. 
Forever thereafter he is under one 
obligation, voluntarily assumed, to 
be a loyal, faithful member of 
Christ’s Holy 'Church. Such a per¬ 
son cannot lightly cast aside the 
call of his church to be a leader of 
youth. 

Board of Hospitals and 
Homes Hears Annual 
Reports Showing Progress 

Wesley’s compassionate concern 
for his fellow man started the vast 
movement of healing and help now 
represented by Methodism’s Board 
of Hospitals and Homes. To take 
stock of how faithfully the philan¬ 
thropic work of the church is fol¬ 
lowing the spirit of its founder 
and keeping pace with present-day 
health and welfare needs, the 
board met in annual session in 
Chicago Feb. 28. 

In a graphic report, Dr. Karl P. 
Meister, executive secretary, point¬ 
ed out that the church’s 189 hos¬ 
pitals and homes in American had 
served more than 1,177,000 people 
last year. Total assets of these in¬ 
stitutions are now listed at more 
than 192 million dollars. Free ser¬ 
vice provided last year amounted [ 


to nearly five and a half million 
dollars. 

A feature of the meeting was 
the report by Dr. Meister on his 
goodwill visitation to European 
Methodist institutions. Bishop Ray¬ 
mond J. Wade, of Mishawaka, Ind., 
president emeritus of the board, 
who accompanied him on the tour, 
also gave his impressions of the 
work abroad. Both spowke with 
feeling on the devotion of deeon- 
esses and other leaders of the 
European institutions, of the 
Christ-centered ministry of heal¬ 
ing carried on despite the revages 
of war. 

“The world is moving rapidly 
toward a program of better health 
and welfare,” Dr. Meister said. “It 
is our opinion that the Methodist 
Church and all other organizations 
working together should do better 
work in the field of health and 
welfare or the United States will 
become a welfare state. Trends 
point in that direction.” 

He stressed the importance of 
voluntary health organizations 
working with community, state, 
and national organizations to de¬ 
velop a more effective program in 
the field of health and welfare. 

Dr. Meister cited Christianity’s 
original motivation for the work of 
hospitals and homes and declared 
that the church today must con¬ 
tinue to lead the way if this mo¬ 
tive is to live, “so that life will be 
added to years as well as years to 
life.” 

“The church must put the ‘plus’ 
in the equation of human health 
and welfare,” he said. “It is scien¬ 
tific care, plus all that Christianity 
can offer that makes «tife worth 
living.” 

Bishop William T. Watkins, of 
Louisville, Ky., president of the 
board, presided at the meeting, 
which also included a report by 
Olin E. Oeschger, administrative 
assistant and personnel secretary 
of the board. 

George Klein, Celeveland lay¬ 
man and member of the Commis¬ 
sion on World Service and Finance, 
spoke at the luncheon on the many- 
sided ministry of the World Ser¬ 
vice Boards and Agencies. 

The Rev. D. Clifford; Crummey. 
of Palo Alto, Calif., drew upon his 
research for his roctor’s disserta¬ 
tion and unfolded some of the in¬ 
teresting history of Methodist hos¬ 
pitals and homes. 

Board members made an after¬ 
noon tour of the Lake Bluff Or¬ 
phanage and took dinner at the 
Rock River Conference institution. 

Committee chairmen serving 
and reporting at the meeting were:

personnel, Bishop Gerald Kennedy, 
Portland, Ore.; publicity and liter¬ 
ature, Oscar V. Woosley, Winston- 
Salem, N. C.; Golden Cross, Mrs.

Dear Friends: 

Enclosed is a letter from your 
child in the Rebecca McCabe Or¬ 
phanage. We join our appreciation 
to that of the Orphanage for your 
continued help and loving prayers 
and concern. In the midst of a 
changing order God has kept our 
hearts at peace, and our hands 
busy at the tasks each day brings 
us. Our fine Chinese 'Supt., Rev. 
Li, after six years of devoted ser¬ 
vice to the Orphanage, is now the 
District Supt., with headquarters 
at Yellowstone, where our Orphan¬ 
age is located. An equally devoted 
outstanding pastor,, Rev. Deng, is 
now our Supt. Our business man¬ 
ager of 15 years, who has served 
ever since he graduated from Sem¬ 
inary, was appointed to a rural 
pastorate for necessary pastoral 
experience. With the exception of 
two, our staff are young and new, 
but filled with enthusiasm. It is a 
joy to work with them. They are 
devoted to the children, and think¬ 
ing all the time of ways to help 
them. 

Christmas was especially happy 
this year, though always a festive 
season. This year because of con¬ 
ditions, the children could not go 
carol-singing throughout the coun¬ 
tryside at dawn on Christmas 
morning as they have been accus¬ 
tomed to doing. So it was planned 
that they do their singing at the 
various dormitories and the homes 
of the staff. They all then gath¬ 
ered at our home where sweet 
glutinous rice was served. By that 
time the first morning light was 
breaking and our morning family 
prayers were held. At the Christ¬ 
mas morning service at the church 
our Orphanage children shared in 
the presentation of “Why the 
Chimes Rang” and in the music, 
especially our blind children with 
their gift for song. In the after¬ 
noon once more around the Chris- 
mas tree in our home, the gifts 
were given, cloth for a new coat 
for each, wash cloth, soap, and 
stockings made possible by loving 
friends abroad. And of course, the 
children would not want me to 
leave out the very special Christ¬ 
mas feast, rice vermicelli, bean 
curd, and noodles. Tangerine 
oranges have been cheap this year, 
since Foochow has not been able 
to export its best oranges to 
Shanghai because of the blockade. 
So it has been a delight to add 
oranges to the Christmas festivi¬ 
ties. 

Since you receive our general 
letters, I will not repeat what you 
will read there. This is just to 
thank you for your continued gifts 
and support during this crucial 
time. How deeply we are reassured 
by your faith and prayers, words 
cannot easily express. It is such 
friendly concern as yours that 
keeps love and hope alive in a 
hate-torn world. “Peace on earth, 
good will to men” still echoes in 
hearts the world around.

Makes Appeal For 
Acentuated Gifts 

'Church World Service reports 
that there is still tragic need for 
used clothing among special 
groups of people in Europe and 
Asia. These groups, made up large¬ 
ly of homeless refugees who are 
ineligible for resettlement abroad, 
are found principally in Germany, 
Austria, Greece and Palestine; in 
the Philippines, Pakistan, Korea 
and Japan. 

In Germany, Where they num¬ 
ber about 12,000,000, their situa¬ 
tion is particularly distressing. For 
the most part they are Germans 
who have been expelled or have 
fled from surrounding countries, 
principally from that part of Po¬ 
land which was Germany’s before 
the war. They live under deplor¬ 
able conditions, usually in aban¬ 
doned concentration or prison 
camps. Unless there is to be wide¬ 
spread suffering, help for them 
must continue until they can find 
jobs and homes in Geramny. 

Against the background of this 
urgent need, it was with great re¬ 
luctance that Church World Ser¬ 
vice recently announced that it 
must place its contributed goods 
program on a self-sustaining basis. 
All of its reduced cash receipts 
must now be used for commit¬ 
ments it has made in the program 
for settling displaced European 
families in this country. For this 
purpose alone, $1,000,000 is need¬ 
ed in 19504 

Specifically, the new policy 
means that Church World 'Service 
can no longer assure contributors 
of clothing that their gifts will 
reach the people overseas for 
whom they are intended unless the 
clothing is accompanied by 8c a 
pound to cover the cost of process¬ 
ing it in the warehouse and ship¬ 
ping it abroad. 

Even with this more rigorous 
condition of giving, Church World 
Service is convinced that there are 
in our churches enough people of 
compassion and means to provide 
all of the needed clothing, togeth¬ 
er with the accessory processing 
and shipping funds, if only they 
can be made acquainted with the 
desperate need, as well as the fu¬ 
tility of trying to meet that need 
by giving clothes without funds 
for getting them to the people in 
need. 

The churches, working through 
Church World Service, cannot, and 
would not if they could, disregard 
legally enforceable obligations, 
they have had to undertake if the 
resettlement program is to be a 
success. That very worthwhile pro¬ 
gram must go on! 

It would, however, be to the 
lasting shame of American Pro¬ 
testantism if, possessing both the 
clothes and funds,, it permitted 
any suffering among these home¬ 
less people in Europe and Asia for 
whom resettlement in other coun¬ 
tries is impossible. The obligation 
of our churches will cease only 
when these people again have the 
opportunity of working for their 
livelihood. 

With the approach of house¬ 
cleaning time, it is hoped that the 
churches will plan spring clothing 
drives. Duffel bags for shipping 
the clothing, as well as posters, 
inserts for Sunday bulletins, news 
releases, 'radio announcements, 
films and other publicity aids may 
be had upon request to the Church 
World Service Center, 510 South 
Elm Avenue, Webster ‘Groves 19, 
Missouri. 

Since the closing of the New 
Orleans warehouse, which was op¬ 
erated by the Southern Baptist 
Church in cooperation with Church 
World Service, all contributions of 
clothing from churches in Louis¬ 
iana should go to the Church 
World 'Service Center in Webster 
Groves, a suburb of St. Louis.

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Interboard Council 
Committee Reports 

Rev. Bentley !Sloane, chairman 
of the iConference Committee on 
Interboard Council, met at First 
Church, Alexandria, April 11, to 
hear a report of a sub-committee 
composed of W. E. Trice, Bentley 
Sloane, Karl Tooks, R. H. Staples, 
and A. M. Serex. The report was 
read, amended, and adopted, as 
follows: 

We recommend the creation of 
an Interboard Council in the Louis¬ 
iana Annual Conference, compos¬ 
ed quadrennially of the following: 
The Resident DBtshop, the District 
Superintendents, the chairman and 
two members from the Board of 
Education, the chairman and two 
members of the Board of Missions 
and Church Extension, the chair¬ 
man and one member from the 
Board of Evangelism, the president 
and one member from the Wo¬ 
man’s Society of Christian Ber- 
vice, and the chairman of each of 
the following Boards and Commis¬ 
sions: Lay Activities, 'Church Lo¬ 
cation and Building, Conference 
Claimants. Hospitals and Homes, 
Ministerial Training and Qualifi¬ 
cations, Temperance, Bible, Chris¬ 
tian Vocations, Church and Stu¬ 
dent Centers, Minimum Salary, 
Town and 'Country, and World 
Service and Finance. 

Members of the Council shall be 
nominated by the several Boards 
and Commissions and elected by 
the Annual Conference. The Coun¬ 
cil shall elect a chairman, vice- 
chairman, secretary and treasurer. 
There shall be an Executive Com¬ 
mittee composed of the officers of 
the Council, the Secretary of the 
Conference Cabinet, and one per¬ 
son elected by the Council. 

'The duties of the Interboard 
Council shall be to correlate the 
work of the several Boards, Com¬ 
missions, and Agencies of the An¬ 
nual Conference; to promote this 
correlated program on the Con¬ 
ference; District, Sub-district, and 
Local 'Church levels, and to pre¬ 
pare annually a calendar of special 
days and events. 

The sub-committee also recom¬ 
mended the formation of an Inter¬ 
board staff of employed persons, 
but the committee as a whole re¬ 
fused to adopt the portion of the 
report recommending a paid staff. 
The paragraphs deleted from the 
original report follow: 

The Interboard Council shall 
nominate an Executive Secretary 
to be elected by the Annual Con¬ 
ference subject to the appointment 
of the presiding Bishop. On nom¬ 
ination of the Executive Secretary, 
the Council shall elect such staff 
members as the Council shall deem 
necessary within the budgetary al¬ 
lowance, subject to the appoint¬ 
ment of the presiding Bishop and 
confirmation of the Annual Con¬ 
ference. 

We recommend that the World 
'Service and Finance Commission 
make the proper adjustments in 
the apportionments to put this pro¬ 
gram in effect beginning in June, 
1950, on an experimental basis, 
for the remainder of the quadren- 
nium.

And you have the main ingred¬ 
ients of the annual convention of 
the National Association of Meth¬ 
odist Hospitals and Homes in the 
Congress Hotel, Chicago, March 1 
and 2. 

'But only the main ingredients. 

For good measure, sift in heap¬ 
ing amounts of rich fellowship and 
flavor to taste with good humor 
and music—a stiffly starched 
nurses’ octet; Three Saints and a 
Siriner quartet with mustaches 
that cpme and go; and a formally 
attired university chancellor who 
prefaces his banquet speech by 
playing favorite tunes on the har¬ 
monica. 

Such was the delightful dish 
cooked up for the convention dele¬ 
gates by the officers and commit¬ 
tee of the association, aided and 
abetted by Dr. Karl P. Meister and 
his staff of the Board of Hospitals 
and Homes. 

Three persons who have made 
outstanding contributions to hos¬ 
pitals and homes were named to 
membership in the Methodist Hall 
of Fame in Philanthrophy. Each 


received leather-bound, illuminat¬ 
ed citations. 

Bishop William T. Watkins, of 
Louisville, Ky., president of the 
board, made the presentation. 
Those honored were: 4. H. Blank, 
of Des Moines, Iowa, benefactor 
of the Iowa Methodist Hospital and 
the Raymond Blank Memorial Hos¬ 
pital for Children at Des Moines; 
Franklin N. Kornhaus, Oakland, 
Calif., for his many years of ser¬ 
vice as an official and member of 
the board of the Fred Finch Chil¬ 
dren’s 'Home in Oakland; Judge 
Alfred K. Nippert, Cincinnati, O., 
for 25 years trustee president of 
the Elizabeth Gamble Deaconess 
Home Association and Christ Hos¬ 
pital and long-time board member 
of Bethesda Hospital and Deacon¬ 
ess Association. 

A visual presentation accented 
the 100th anniversary of Metho¬ 
dist institutional care for aged 
people and outlined the growth of 
such services through the century. 

Dr. Meister presented 43 recog¬ 
nition certificates to employees 
with long-time service records in 
hospitals and homes in this coun¬ 
try—nine 35-year certificates and 
34 for 25 years. The board also 
honored in absentia 187 persons 
with similarly long service records 
in European institutions. 

In his annual address, Dr. O. J. 
Carder, of St. Joseph, Mo., presi¬ 
dent of the association, warned of 
the dangers of “succumbing to old 
world patterns of thought and the 
something-for-nothing philosophies 
which have been tried and failed 
in Europe.” 

Chancellor Robert B. House of 
the University of North Carolina, 
principal speaker at the anniver¬ 
sary banquet, surprised his audi¬ 
ence by announcing that he had 
brought along “a few notes” and 
then proceeded tq play some famil¬ 
iar tunes on his harmonica in place 
of the after-dinner jokes with 
which the usual speaker warms up 
his audience. 

“Our generation needs,” he said 


“to be taught the function of com¬ 
passion in spiritual growth. It is 
spasmodically generous, but it 
needs to grasp compassion as a 
steady, organized habit in the daily 
routine of the working church 
member.” 

Bishop Charles W. Brashares, of 
Des Moines, told the convention, 
“We must make up our minds 
whether we want the government 
to do more or less in hospitaliza¬ 
tion. If the government pays the 
bills, the government will likely 
want to plan the system.” 

“'The church is in danger of get¬ 
ting respectable,” Bishop Gerald 
Kennedy, of Portland, Ore., de¬ 
clared at a luncheon meeting. “We 
do not preach so much any more 
to down-and-outers but to the up- 
and-outers.” 

Bishop J. Ralph Magee welcom¬ 
ed the delegates to Chicago, and 
Bishop J. W. E. Bowen of the At¬ 
lantic Coast Area, led the opening 
devotions. Other Episcopal leaders 
who spoke included Rishop Ray¬ 
mond J. Wade, Mishawaka, Ind., 
president emeritus of the board; 
Bishop Charle C. Selecman, Dallas, 
Texas, representing the Golden 
Cross 'Society, and Bishop Dana 
Dawson of the Kansas-Nebraska 
Area. Bishop Lloyd C. Wicke, of 
Pittsburgh, and Bishop Glenn R. 
Phillips, of Denver, also shared in 
the meeting. 

Dr. Carder presided at the gen¬ 
eral session and at the close of the 
convention turned the gavel over 
to the new president, Mrs. Josie 
M. Roberts, administrator of the 
Methodist Hospital, Houston, Tex.

Dr. Ernest Cherrington, 
Methodist Temperance 
Leader, Dies at Age 72 

Dr. Ernest H. Cherrington, who* 
for 12 years was executive secre¬ 
tary of the Methodist Board of 
Temperance, died March 13 in 
Worthington, Ohio. Funeral ser-. 
vices were held March 15 in West¬ 
erville, Ohio, where he had made 
his home for many years. 

Bishop Wilbur E. Hammaker, of 
Washington, D. C., executive vice- 
president of the Board of Tern-, 
perance, in a tribute read at the 
service, referred to Dr. Cherring¬ 
ton as “a Methodist layman who, 
moved in mighty orbits.” 

“No man,” Bishop Hammaker 
declared, “contributed in the first 
quarter of this century more vit¬ 
ally to the strategy of the army 
pitted against the liquor cohorts 
than did he.” 

Born Nov. 24, 1877, in Hamden* 
Ohio, he rose to prominence as a 
temperance crusader and became 
geenral manager of the publish¬ 
ing interests of the Anti-Saloon 
League of America. He was editor-, 
in-chief of The American Issue. 
He served as executive secretary 
of the Methodist Board of Tem- 
perance from 1936 to 1948. 

As a layman of the former Meth¬ 
odist Episcopal Church, later the 
Methodist Church, Dr. Cherring¬ 
ton was elected to eight General 
Conferences and the Uniting Con¬ 
ference. 

He was educated at Ohio Wes¬ 
leyan University and received hon¬ 
orary degrees from that school and 
Otterbein University. 

His wife died in April, 1949. He 
is survived by a son, Dean Ernest 
H. Cherrington, Jr., of the Univer¬ 
sity of Akron, and a daughter* 
Mrs. Russell Driver, of Kingsport* 
Tenn.

Will Be Located 
Diagonally Across from 
Scarritt College 


Final approval of the construc¬ 
tion of a new headquarters build¬ 
ing in Nashville for the General 
Board of Education of the Meth¬ 
odist Church was given recently 
by the Board in its annual meeting 
in Cincinnati, Ohio. The building 
will be located diagonally across 
19th Ave., S. from Scarritt Col¬ 
lege and will have three complete 
floors and a fourth floor on the 
south wing. 

The building, which has been de¬ 
signed by Donald W. Southgate, a 
Nashville architect, with Odis C. 
Poundstone of Atlanta, Ga., as 
consultant, is to be of concrete 
and steel construction with the ex¬ 
terior of stone. It is hoped that the 
contract may be let within the 
next few weeks and that the build¬ 
ing will be ready for occupancy by 
the board not later than Septem¬ 
ber, 1951. 

The administrative offices of 
the Board’s Division of Education¬ 
al Institutions and the Division of 
the Local Church, together with 
the Board’s accounting and ser¬ 
vice departments, will be housed 
in the new building which is plan¬ 
ned specifically to meet the needs 
of these groups. Provision is also 
made for a projection room to be 
used by the Audio-Visual depart¬ 
ment and for a snack room. A 
large dining room will be available 
for use on special occasions. The 
editorial division of the Board 
which is related to the publishing 
house organization, will continue 
to occupy its quarters in the Meth¬ 
odist Publishing House as at pres¬ 
ent. 


O. A. Newport, chairman of the 
board of stewards of the First 
Methodist Church at Lafayette, re¬ 
ported major progress at a recent 
meeting.

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Possible New 
Episcopal Areas, 
Hoover Says 

Northeastern and 
South Central 
Jurisdictions Near Goal 


The Rev. Albert C. Hoover, of 
Chicago, director of the Statistical 
Office of the Methodist Church, 
has announced figures which show 
the possibility of creating new 
episcopal areas in 1952. There are 
now 35 areas in the church’s six 
jurisdictions in the United States 
and possessions. 

In answer to many requests for 
such information, Director Hoover 
has compiled statistics to indicate 
the membership gains each juris¬ 
diction would have to make by its 
next quadrinnial meeting in order 
to be eligible to elect an additional 
bishop and establish a new area. 

He has based his calculations 
upon legislation governing the 
number of bishops in a jurisdiction 
(OPar. 439 in the Discipline): 

Each jurisdiction having 500,- 
000 church members or less shall 
be entitled to four bishops, and for 
each additional 500,000 church 
members or two-thirds thereof, 
shall be entitled to one additional 
bishop, provided that the General 
Conference may authorize any 
Jurisdictional Conference to elect 
one or more bishops beyond the 
quota herein specified in order to 
provide episcopal supervision for 
mission fields outside the territory 
of a Jurisdictional Conference. 

His figures show that the North¬ 
eastern Jurisdiction, if it continues 
jits present rate of growth, will 
most likely be able to qualify for 
a new area. It needs only 30,168 
more members, according to Mr. 
Hoover, in order to increase its 
number of episcopal areas from 
six to seven. Its net membership 
increase last year was 10,127. 
Spring conferences will submit 
three more reports between now 
and the jurisdictional conference 
of 1952, and all except two of the 
21 in the Northeastern Jurisdic¬ 
tion do meet in the spring. 

Next most likely territory for a 
new area, according to the figures, 
is the South, Central Jurisdiction. 
It would need 162,531 new mem¬ 
bers to be able to add a new area. 
Last year it gained 26,499. That 
rate would have to be doubled. 

Apparently no other jurisdiction 
has a chance of adding a new area 
unless the present legislation were 
to be changed by the 1952 Gen¬ 
eral 'Conference or most unusual 
gains are registered in church 
membership. The Southeastern 
Jurisdiction—the church’s largest 
in membership—was able because 
of membership increases to add a 
new area (Jacksonville, Fla.) in 
1948.

High’s Unwitting Aid 
'To Communists in 
Japan Deplored 


Referring to what he brands a 
‘‘disgusting article” published in 
Reader’s Digest, Morse Saito, an 


American missionary of Japanese 
ancestry, writing from Japan, ac¬ 
cuses Dr. 'Stanley High, author of 
“Methodism’s Pink Fringe,” of 
himself serving the communist 
cause. 

“The real Japanese Christians 
would say that our ex-Methodist 
friend is certainly aiding the com¬ 
munists more than are any of those 
communists we have heard on the 
street corners.” Mr. Saito writes 
in his Japan Letter, published by 
the Division of Foreign Missions 
of the Methodist Church. 

Mr. Saito tells of communists in 
street corner rallies describing 
Christianity as the “opiate of the 
people.” Then he writes: “But we 
are the ones who have watched 
packed chapels filled with people 
seeking an alternative to commu¬ 
nism. We are the ones who have 
been attacked before any other 
group by the communists.” 

Japanese Christians, this mis¬ 
sionary reports, have found the 
most adequate answer to their 
search in Christian ethics. Now 
they are being told by Dr. High 
that the prophets of their new 
faith are communists in all but 
name. In doing this, Mr. Saito be¬ 
lieves that Dr. High has hurt the 
Christian cause even more than 
communism’s soapbox orators. 

The letter closes with gratitude 
to the denomination Dr. High has 
decked with a “pink fringe” for 
its aid to the Japanese in combat¬ 
ing communism. “God bless you 
for your help. You have given us 
many and effective answers to 
communists. We beg you to con¬ 
tinue.” 

Rev. Charles E.

He had conducted 
the regular morning services in 
the church, including the Holy 
Communion. Dr. Guy M. Hicks, 
pastor First Methodist Church of 
Shreveport, officiated at the fu¬ 
neral services conducted Monday 
in New Iberia. He was assisted by 
Rev. J. Henry Bowdon, brother- 
in-law of the deceased, and Dis¬ 
trict Supt. of the Shreveport Dis¬ 
trict, and Rev. H. A. Gibbs, Dist. 
Supt. Lake Charles District. Inter¬ 
ment was made in Crowley, where 
26 years before the deceased had 
been ordained. Immediate mem¬ 
bers of the family include his wife, 
the former Lucile Bowdon, and 
six children, Ruth, Francis, Julia, 
Jimmie, Billy Paul and Margaret. 
Bro. McLean, under whose direc¬ 
tion the new parsonage had just 
been completed in New Iberia, was 
Chairman of the Conference Board 
of Hospital and Homes. He was 
statistician of the Lake Charles 
District.

Students Study Federal 
And World Government 

'Sixty college young people from 
twenty states and two foreign 
countries spent the last three days 
of February in Washington and 
the first two days of March in New 
York in an attempt “to- under¬ 
stand the processes of federal gov¬ 
ernment and world government 
and prepare for effective Chris¬ 
tian citizenship.” 

This was the second annual 
Christian Citizenship Seminar for 
(Students to be sponsored by the 
Methodist Student Movement. Rog¬

Seminary was chairman of the 
Seminar Committee. The enter¬ 
prise was promoted by the Student 
Department of the Board of Mis¬ 
sions, Miss Dorothy Nyland, secre¬ 
tary. Program arrangements were 
made by Miss Eleanor Neff and 
Mrs. Margaret Bender, staff mem¬ 
bers of the Department of Chris¬ 
tian Social Relations of the Wo¬ 
man’s Division. Cooperation was 
given financially by the Boarcf of 
Education and through provision 
of literature by the Commission on 
World Peace. 

To assure readers of a through- 
the-eyes-of-youth report of the im¬ 
pressions gained and the promi¬ 
nent persons interviewed, Metho¬ 
dist Information engaged a Sem¬ 
inar member, Miss Wilhelmina 
Lewis, a journalism major in the 
University of Miami, to report the 
five-day program. Her story fol¬ 
lows: 

What can we do to promote 
world peace? 

This question has run through 
the minds of most Methodist youth 
since the cessation of hostilities, 
but frequent answers which were 
received from different sources 1 
did not seem to be complete, satis¬ 
fying replies which we demanded. 

Now our questions have been 
answered, not by a philosophical 
theory and not by hypothetical 
outlines of Christian action, but in 
a practical, inclusive and conclu¬ 
sive way that cannot be denied. 

We received our first hint for a 
course of action when Wallace J. 
Campbell 1 of the Cooperative 
League of the U. ■$. A. and the 
founder of CARE, spoke on “The 
Christian Citizen’s Approach to 
Political Action” the first day in 
Washington following the worship 
service. He suggested that we must 
adopt methods to accomplish. our 
aims which will stir enthusiasm 
among the people—methods which 
they will “go for.” Tom Keehn, 
Legislative Secretary of the Con¬ 
gregational Council for Social Ac¬ 
tion, speaking on the “Church and 
Legislation,” added that, since we 
are living in a political age, we 
must assert ourselves in politics or 
we are irrelevant. If all questions 
must have political answers, we 
must be in a position to give those 
answers. He suggested as a work¬ 
ing motto, “The Discipline of the 
Achievable.” 

The visit to the Indian Embassy 
and the tour of Washington which 
followed the afternoon’s discus¬ 
sions were integral parts of our 
answer. What better lesson could 
be planned for us than an example 
of the courtesy and friendliness of 
another nation, or the overpower¬ 
ing impressions made by docu¬ 
ments and buildings which are part 
of the American heritage? 


That night we met at the YWCA 
building for a conspectus of how 
our government works and how 
policies are formed. Floyd Rid¬ 
dick, Senate Editor of the Con¬ 
gressional Digest, explained in de¬ 
tail how each bill was processed in 
the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. He noted that the many 
hurdles which a bill must over¬ 
come are added assurances for 
sound laws and policies and that 
the time consumed by committee 
hearings and repeated debates al¬ 
lows for the expression of public 
opinion. He urged active partici¬ 
pation in national affairs through 
the congressmen. 

A picture of a group which was 
actively participating in govern¬ 
ment was presented, by Mrs. Helen 
Blanchard, legislative representa¬ 
tive of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers. She gave examples of the 
effectiveness of letters and visits 
to representatives in shaping the 
country’s policies. 

The second day of the seminar 
Was opened with our regular morn¬ 
ing worship in the Methodist head¬ 
quarters building. Leo Kapelman, 
aide to Senator Hubert Humphrey, 
gave the initial speech of the day 
on the subject “Civil Rights.” He 
queried, “How sincere can our 
protestations of democrary be 
when discrimination exists all 
around us?” Mr. Kapelman ex¬ 
pressed pessimism towards the 
liklihood of enactment of the pres¬ 
ent fair employment and anti-poll 
tax measures and anti-lynching 
legislation. 

L. A. Nikoloric, lawyer, discuss¬ 
ed the loyalty program of the gov¬ 
ernment, expressing the idea that 
the problem which must be solved 
is not one which has a political 
solution but, rather, being built on 
an economic basis, must be solved 
economically. 

Mrs. Anne Arnold Hedgeman, 
member of the Federal Security 
Department and an advocate of 
national health insurance, outlined 
the proposed plan and presented 
the contrasts of the nation’s med^- 
ical treatment under present con¬ 
ditions and the prospective plan. 

For the afternoon session we 
met in the new State Department 
Auditorium where Mrs. Rowens 
Romell, chief of the Point Four 
program to aid underdeveloped 
countries, explained how foreign 
policy is made. This new under¬ 
standing enabled us to realize that 
there is much more to the dealings 
With foreign countries than simply 
the results of those dealings show. 
The legal advisor on International 
Organization affairs, John Mak- 
tos, then discussed human rights. 

After all this preparation, we 
were ready to see the actual work 
of the (Congress. For two f hours in 
the afternoon we had group ap¬ 
pointments with 'Senator Scott 
Lucas, Senator Paul Douglas, Sen¬ 
ator John Sparkman and Repre¬ 
sentative John Lesinski. We visit¬ 
ed sessions of both houses of Con¬ 
gress. 

That night E. Raymond Wilson 
of the Friends Committee on Na¬ 
tional Legislation discussed the 
trends in American Foreign Pol¬ 
icy,. suggesting that it is largely 
the lethargy of the world’s Chris* 
tians which is resulting in the slow 
progress now being made towards 
a permanent peace. He said that 
we should not expect prophecy of 
the state department, but that we 
should expect it of our churches. 

For our last da$ in Washington, 
We visited our own congressmen 
and Senate and House hearings on 
ECA, the national budget, social 
security and a proposed depart¬ 
ment of peace. The final session 
before leaving for New York City 
was devoted to an evaluation of 
the morning’s experiences and a 
closing worship service. 

From a study of the national 
government it was the next logical 
step to investigate the interna¬ 
tional organization of the United 
Nations. We received an initiation 
to the international situation when 
we attended the Town Hall of the 
Air our first night in New York 


City. The subject was “What Ef¬ 
fect will the British election have 
on the United States?’ and the par¬ 
ticipants' were Harold Stassen, 
President of the University of 
Pennsylvania, and K. Schlessinger, 
professor of history at Harvard 
University. 

The next morning, meeting at 
the Methodist Building, we held 
the iitial worship service of the 
Uited Nations Seminar. Then, in 
preparation for our actual visit to 
Lake Success, Rev. Richard Fag- 
ley, co-secretary of the Depart¬ 
ment of International Justice, Fed¬ 
eral Council of Churches, explain¬ 
ed the basic functions of the UN 
organization. Mrs. Clifford A. 
Bender, Woman’s Division and ob¬ 
server at the United Nations, dis¬ 
cussed the issues most important 
on the present agenda. 

The afternoon included visits to 
the Economic and Social Council 
meeting and an orientation lecture 
by Mr. Rousy de Sals. Leaving 
Lake Success, we went to the U. 
S. Mission to the United Nations, 
where Mrs. Jeanne Singer explain¬ 
ed how the mission functioned, 
what relationship it had with the 
state department, and how much 
authority was vented in it. She 
mentioned that there were about 
180 regular members of the mis¬ 
sion and that the number swells 
during the General Assembly meet¬ 
ings. 

Then came our last day. We 
felt like we had started in op a big 
piece of cake only to have it re¬ 
moved when we had had only a 
bite. There was a little anxiety in 
the group to crowd a lot into this 
last portion of the seminar. The 
whole day was spent at Lake Suc¬ 
cess. We visited the economic and 
social council meeting again and 
were also admitted to the commit¬ 
tee meeting on slavery. We had 
lunch in the cafeteria, which was 
truly a glimpse of one world in one 
room. We crowded more meetings 
into the afternoon and left just in 
time to catch our bus to the Jap¬ 
anese Methodist Church, where we 
had dinner and heard our final 
speaker, Benjamin Carruthers, U. 
N. Commission on Human Rights. 
Mrs. Bender showed films and ex¬ 
plained how they could be obtained 
for general distribution. Final 
evaluation was held. 

There is a lot more that should 
be included in a report of so com¬ 
plete and comprehensive a seminar 
*—how we all thrilled to the sights 
of Washington and New York, how 
we enjoyed the Chinese dinner 
served us by the Woman’s Guild at 
the Hamline Methodist Church in 
Washington, how we browsed 
through the bookstore in the Meth¬ 
odist buildings, how we all loved 
the Japanese dinner eaten with 
chopsticks at the Japaese Metho¬ 
dist Church in New York City— 
the list is endless. We could not 
name the many people whom we 
came to know and understand bet¬ 
ter because of our experiences. We 
could not thank enough all those 
who planned this conference for 
us. We could not express to each 
other how very much it had meant 
to us’—sixty students from nine¬ 
teen states, Washington, D. C.» 
Bulgaria, and China—studying to¬ 
gether to learn how we,, as Chris¬ 
tians and as members of the broth¬ 
erhood of man, can work towards 
better government and peace for 
all.

Methodist Committee For 
Overseas Relief Holds 
Its Annual Meeting 

Washington, D. C.—The grati¬ 
fying story of the distribution of 
$650,560 during the past eight 
months in the name of the Meth¬ 
odist Church to meet emergency 
needs in many parts of the world 
was told to the 35 members of the 
Methodist Committee for Overseas 
Relief in their annual meeting, 
February 22-23 in the Methodist 
Building here. ! 

Relief was in the form of food, 
clothing, blankets, medicine, shel¬ 
ter and fuel, as well as supplement¬ 
al grants in money, Bishop Titus 
Lowe, executive director, reported. 
About five out of every six dollars 
disbursed was through Methodist 
agencies and aided Methodist min¬ 
isters, teachers and other church 
workers in many parts of the world 
where substandard living condi- 
ditions prevail. 

The Committee resettled 451 
displaced persons under 178 as¬ 
surances during the past year, Dr. 
Gaither Warfield, in charge of this 
work, reported. An additional 116 
displaced persons were aided in 
finding jobs and housing, while 
hundreds more received counsel¬ 
ling service. 

Up to February 15, Dr. War- 
field said, 1,034 assurances for 
2,378 displaced persons* have been 
obtained, leaving a total of 1,927 
who are still, if they can obtain 
visas, planning to enter America 
under the present legislation. The 
Rev. Dutton Peterson, who is giv¬ 
ing field service to M'COR’s dis¬ 
placed persons program, told the 
committee of difficulties encount¬ 
ered and overcome. 

Bishop W. Walter Peele, chair¬ 
man, and Bishop Richard C. 
Raines, vice-chairman, shared in 


presiding. Dr. James V. Claypool 
substituted for Miss Sallie Lou 
McKinnon, the recording secre¬ 
tary, who is abroad. The chairman 
emeritus/Bishop Herbert Welch, 
under whom the committee was or¬ 
ganized and who administered it 
for eight years, was present at the 
meeting, and conducted a devo¬ 
tional service. 

Dr. George F. Sutherland, treas¬ 
urer, reported reeipts from donors 
for the first eight months of the 
fiscal year of $484,472. The past 
two months, he said, have shown 
a slight improvement over the first 
six months. The MCOV share in 
last year’s Week of Dedication was 
$175,600. 

Bishop Lowe expressed satisfac¬ 
tion that this year the Methodist 
Church is fully tied in with the 
One Great Hour of Sharing, on 
March 12. “I have no hesitancy in 
asking our devout Christians to 
unite with other millions of Chris¬ 
tians in America in bringing their 
substance to the church on that 
day in order that blessed easement 
may come to a stricken world,” he 
pleaded. The interdenominational 
One Great Hour comes as a climax 
of the Methodist Week of Dedica¬ 
tion. 

The value of contributions by 
Methodists to CROP was reported 
as $532,931, a figure much higher 
than of any other denomination. 

While reports made to the com¬ 
mittee indicated that improvement 
is apparent in some quarters, it 
was pointed out that even with 
such bettermen the need still con¬ 
tinues, since living levels had sunk 
so far below even minimum stand¬ 
ards. 

Brief indications of conditions 
in various parts of the world are 
cited here from the surveys re¬ 
viewed by the committee: 

CHINA: To the best knowledge 
available, all funds released for 
China have safely arrived and have 
been distributed according to the 
program. Our missionaries are 
staying on the field for the most 
part, our national Christians have 
to live unnder the present condi¬ 
tions. The least that Methodists 
can do is to stand by as long as 
possible. The Rev. Tracey Jones, 
Jr., just returned, told the com¬ 
mittee that while money is needed 


terribly, the Chinese Christians 
need quite as much the feeling that 
they are not deserted. 

KOREA: The confused situation 
seems to be yielding to cooperation 
and the way seems open to help. 
A theological seminary has re¬ 
opened with 150 men and 30 wo¬ 
men students, 70 per cent of whom 
came from Northern Korea with 
nothing but the clothes they wore. 

A third of the children of Meth¬ 
odist pastors in South Korea are 
too impoverished to go to school, 
being without sufficient clothing 
or food or money for tuition, Dr. 
T. T. Brumbaugh stated. 

INDIA: Without MCOR relief 
our ministry could not have held 
together. Our teachers and preach¬ 
ers are compelled to live on from 
$10 to $20 per month under war¬ 
time economy. After spending 
every cent of their small supple¬ 
ments for food they are still un¬ 
dernourished and have inadequate 
clothing and no shoes. 

EUROPE : While conditions are 
improved, the economic standards 
were so incredibly low that decent 
living is not yet possible. In East¬ 
ern Germany little improvement 
has been noted. Reference was 
made to be generous support given 
by Indiana Methodists. Without it, 
Methodist work in Germany would 
be vastly worse than it is today.

The Reply that Reader’s 
Digest Wouldn’t Print 

Refused by Reader’s Digest, de¬ 
spite hundreds of letters asking 
that they publish a refutation, 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam’s vig¬ 
orous reply to Stanley High’s arti¬ 
cle, “Methodism’s Pink Fringe,” is 
now available in pamphlet form. 

Bishop Oxnam is secretary of 
the 'Council of Bishops of the 
Methodist Church and one of the 
presidents of the World Council 
of Churches. 

“Will Mr. High name one com¬ 
munist in the Methodist Church? 
Just one!” This is the challenge 
that Bishop Oxnam lays down to 
Mr. High whom he describes as 
having patiently been tolerated by 
Methodism “when he was a young 
radical.” ; 

'The Bishop’s answer first sets 
forth in the language of the 1948 
Episcopal Address Methodism’s 
complete rejection of “communism, 
its materialism, its method of class 
war, its use of dictatorship, its 
fallacious economics and its false 
theory of social development.”* 
Every bishop signed this repudia¬ 
tion of communism, Bishop Oxnam 
states. After citing earlier Metho¬ 
dist condemnations of Marxianism 
the Bishop adds: “Methodism was 
on record as opposed to commu¬ 
nism before many were aware of 
its menace.” 

Following through on his pam¬ 
phlet’s title, “Think and Let 
Think,” the Bishop uses both John 
Wesley and the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence to support freedom of 
opinion. “It will be a sorry day for 
the Church and a sorrier day for 
the nation when majorities refuse 
to tolerate minorities,” he de-. 
dares. Thought control is not the 
Methodist way nor is it the Amer-. 
ican way. It is the communist way* 
the fascist way.” 

The “pink fringe” author’s lit-, 
erary ethics come in for stern re¬ 
buke. Referring to Mr. High’s quo-, 
tation from Bishop Brooks, Bishop 
Oxnam accuses him of deliberate 
misrepresentation of “a scholarly 
and spiritual leader.” “High se¬ 
lects quotations designed to damn 
rather than to describe. Such jour-. 
nalism,” the Bishop asserts,, 
strikes at the very future of de¬ 
mocracy.” 

The leaflet includes a statement 
by Dr. Ralph E. Diffendorfer, ex¬ 
ecutive secretary emeritus of tho 
Division of Foreign Missions, 
showing how grossly Reader’s Di¬ 
gest, with full knowledge of the 
facts, distorted its account of the 
distribution to Methodist pastors 
of a book about the Soviets.

Ground for Home 
Hospital Broken 

Methodist Delegates 
Gather for Ceremony 
In New Orleans 


Ground was broken Thursday 
afternoon, June 1, for the $300,- 
000 Methodist Home hospital, 815 
Washington, in the presence of 
two bishops and a number of high 
officials in the Methodist Church 
in Louisiana and Mississippi. 

Construction on the home hos¬ 
pital is expected to begin in early 
July on the site of the present 
facilities. 

Dr. J. G. Snelling, superinten¬ 
dent of the home hospital from 
1918 until 1949, turned the first 
shovelful of ground while a large 
crowd, including many delegates 
to the 105th annual Louisiana 
Methodist conference, watched. 

Bishop Marvin E. Franklin, of 
Jackson, Miss., described the home 
hospital as “Christianity in action. 
This is service inspired by the 
spirit of God.” 

The head of the Louisiana con¬ 
ference, Bishop Paul E. Martin, 
of Little Rock, Ark., and Dr. Karl 
P. Meister, executive secretary of 
the general board of hospitals and 
homes for the Methodist church, 
also took part in the ceremonies. 

Dr. Meister congratulated the 
two sponsoring conferences, the 
Louisiana and Mississippi, for 
“putting the ‘plus’ in the equation 
of human life” in building the hos¬ 
pital. 

'“You are not building this in¬ 
stitution to compete with other 
homes and hospitals, but to meet 
tragic needs,” said Dr. Meister. 

Dr. H. L. Johns, chairman of 
the board of directors of the home 
hospital, officiated at the cere¬ 
monies, and was one of the first 
officials to break ground for the 
new structure. The Rev. J. W.

Pastor Pension 
Raise Approved 

Methodist Conference 
Votes Boost for Those 
Who Have Retired 


Retired Methodist v pastors in 
Louisiana got a raise Wednesday, 
May 31, from the State Confer¬ 
ences of Methodist Churches. 

The pension rate was increased 
from approximately $26 per ser¬ 
vice year to $30 per service year, 
which will amount to $1200 an¬ 
nually for pastors who have retir¬ 
ed after 40 years in the ministry. 
Widows of retired pastors will re¬ 
ceive half that amount. 

The conference, meeting at the 
Rayne Memorial Methodist church, 
3900 St. Charles Ave., for the 
105th annual session, unanimously 
approved the pension increase. A 
goal of $37 per service year, rec¬ 
ommended by the General Confer¬ 
ence of the Methodist Churches, 
will be considered next year by the 
Louisiana conference. Bishop Paul 
E. Martin, of Little Rock, Ark., 
bishop of Louisiana and Arkansas, 
presided at the business session. 

J. Wilson Crichlow, of New 
York City, secretary of the board 
of pensions of the Methodist 
Church, told Louisiana churchmen 
that the Methodist Church has the 
highest pension rate for retired 
pastors of all the Protestant de¬ 
nominations. 

The conference, which met for 
a four-day session at the Rayne 
church, also elected Robert P. Lay, 
of Gilliam, La., lay leader for the 
state. He succeeds I. C. Strickland, 
of Monroe, who has been the Meth¬ 
odist church’s lay leader in Louis¬ 
iana for the past two years. 

A resolution proposing that the 
general conference give more ade¬ 
quate financial support for the 10 
Methodist cshools of theology in 
the United States was also adopt¬ 
ed at the Wednesday morning 
business session. Dr. George C. 
Baker, Jr., chaplain at Southern 
Methodist University, stated that 
these theology schools are not op¬ 
erating at capacity, as lack of 
funds rpevents a faculty increase. 
“We have the facilities to educate 
more seminarians,” said Dr. Bak¬ 
er, “but we need an additional 
$40,000 annually to provide the 
necessary staffs.” 

Appropriations for 1950-51 for 
missions in Louisiana approved by 
the conference, will amount to 
$15,315. The group also approved 
an expenditure of $5000 for 1950- 
51 for church extension work. 

The Rev. B .A. Galloway, of 
Franklinton, was elected confer¬ 
ence missionary secretary, and T. 
H. Arnold, of Haynesville, was 
named to fill a vacancy on the 
board of missions and church ex¬ 
tension. 

A hospitalization plan, approved 
at the Wednesday session, will in¬ 
clude all ministers active in the 
Louisiana conference. Under this 
program, the local church will 
pay half of the insurance pre- 
minums and the ministers will pay 
half. 

Dr. Baker preached the sermon 
at a service Wednesday afternoon, 
which was followed by a reception 
honoring Mrs. Paul E. Martin and 
the wives of the district superin-

The resume of the official pro¬ 
ceedings of the annual Louisiana 
Methodist Conference held at 
Rayne Memorial Methodist Church, 
New Orleans, May 30-31 and June 
1-2, is given partly in this issue, 
and will be concluded in July num¬ 
ber.

In passing along, all of us from 
time to time are strangely im¬ 
pressed with certain sites, sights or 
situations, and so it has been with 
the editor in his pretty general so¬ 
journ over the terrain of the Lou¬ 
isiana Conference area. 

Just recently, reflections on pre¬ 
vailing situations as touching 
Southern Methodism of yesteryear 
in some way possessed us. Being 
the son of a circuit riding Metho¬ 
dist preacher, and as a youth ac¬ 
companying him via horse and 
buggy to his widely dispersed ap¬ 
pointments, names of these church¬ 
es made their permanent impress 
on this mind. On practically every 
charge there was either a Wesley 
Chapel or Harmony Chapel. In 
fact, so many were there of these 
names in the not too distant past 
that these became almost synony¬ 
mous of rural Methodism. 

Where are these today? Yes, a 
remnant survives but just make 
casual observations as you journey 
through the rural areas today. You 
will see many Salems and Sardises 
but few Wesleys and Harmonies. 
Our Baptist friends have not yet 
taken their rural churches as prob¬ 
lem children. They still have min¬ 
isters who know how to talk with 
these people as well as talk to these 
people. 

Just some little notice, possibly 
in the Louisiana Methodist, of the 
passing of that saintly patriarch, 
Jerry Fordham, a true circuit rider 
of the old Brooklyn hamlet region 
of Jackson Parish, caused us to ask 
this question. Where are those who 
can take the place of the Jerry 
Fordhams? Long flowing beard, 
Bible under his arm, from Sunday 
to Sunday talking with and to his 
people. 

This is not at all meant to ar¬ 
raign the rural against the city or 
urban idea, for each is equally im¬ 
portant, but the fact is ever pres¬ 
ent that while the former is con¬ 
stantly growing, the latter con¬ 
tinues in a state of general deca¬ 
dence. 

Our young ministers are making 
a study of the rural church and 
the church is certainly to be com¬ 
mended in keeping this problem 
ever on its agenda, but we are 
wondering if the correct approach 
as to courses and curricula has yet 
been found. Are these young and 
zealous men truly conversant with 
the language of the “forks of the 
creek?” A course, “On Speaking 
Terms With the Forks of the 
Creek,” seemingly could well be 
added to the present tasks that 
they must handle. 

Several have asked that we 
quote the little bucolic poem that 
we used at conference in line with 
the foregoing thoughts. We must 
learn to talk with the thousands 
of “Tips Sams” if we are ever to 
hold our Wesley and Harmony 
Chapels.

whose dauntless spirit and unself¬ 
fish devotion made possible The 
Louisiana Methodist—Morris, Har¬ 
per and Cain. 

In our “thank you" remarks at 
the conference, this reservation, 
which surely must have been rum¬ 
inated over in the minds of many, 
was not mentioned, perhaps, more 
from the deference we felt to that 
body in freely committing so much 
to our care, but also from the fact 
that the real implications had not 
been thoroughly considered by us. 

Our central thought at the time 
was, together we can surely go on 
to success.

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Preministerial 
Fund Is Set Up 


Scholarships To 
Be Provided for 
Theology Students 


Preministerial students in Lou- 
isnana will benefit from a fund 
established Tuesday, May 30, at 
the opening session of the 105th 
annual conference of the Metho¬ 
dist church. 

The conference unanimously ap¬ 
proved the proposal of the Rev. 
A. M. Serex, of Monroe, to finance 
the education of college students 
preparing to enter the ministry 
through a special collection on 
Thanksgiving Sunday. Though no 
sum was mentioned by the con¬ 
ference, a tentative goal of 25 
scholarships annually was sug¬ 
gested. 

The conference, which includes 
more than 102,000 Methodists in 
433 charges in Louisiana, met at 
the Rayne Memorial Methodist 
Church, 3900 St. Charles, and 
continued with sessions through 
Friday. Dr. B. C. Taylor, pastor of 
Rayne, and all other Methodist 
churches and pastors in New Or-, 
leans, were hosts. 

Bishop Paul E. Martin, of Lit¬ 
tle Rock, Ark., head of the Meth¬ 
odist Church in Louisiana and 
Arkansas,. presided over the busi¬ 
ness session. It was the first time 
in the history of the conference 
that the church has proposed 
scholarships for preministerial 
Studies, though in the past semi¬ 
narians have received grants from 
the church. 

The plan provides for half of 
the fund raised each Thanksgiving 
Sunday to be handled by Centen¬ 
ary College, Shreveport, and the 
other half to be dispersed through 
the board of ministerial training. 

Immediately following the open¬ 
ing business session, a service of 
commemoration for deceased pas¬ 
tors and laymen was held at which 
the Sacrament of the Lord’s Sup¬ 
per was observed. 

Later in the afternoon, Bishop 
Martin met with his cabinet to 
discuss the assignment of minis¬ 
ters. The cabinet includes Dr. J. 
Henry Bowdon, secretary, Shreve¬ 
port; the Rev. Hubert A. Gibbs, 
Lake Charles; Dr. W. E. Brown, 
Baton Rouge; Dr. H. L. Johns, 
New Orleans; the Rev. Jolly B. 
Harper, Alexandria; the Rev. W. 
H. Giles, (Monroe, and the Rev. 
Louis Hoffpauir, Ruston. 

Bishop Marvin E. Franklin, 
Jackson, bishop of the Mississippi 
conference, was also scheduled to 
appear on the conference program 
at the ground breaking service of 
the Methodist Home hospital on 
Thursday. Some 1000 delegates 
from the two states are expected 
during the four-day conference.

Board of Education, the school 
provided a coaching conference 
for instructors in temperance edu¬ 
cation, led by the Rev. Luke G. 
Beauchamp of the Board of Edu¬ 
cation. The largest class the board 
has ever accredited at one time in 
this subject—forty-two—received 
certification. The plan calls for 
these leaders serving as instructors 
and lecturers at various confer¬ 
ences in their respective areas as 
a follow-up of the school. 

Following the Bloomington con¬ 
ference, Dr. Caradine R. Hooton, 
Washington, D. C., executive sec¬ 
retary of the Board of Temper¬ 
ance and director of the school, 
announced that a similar school 


will be held again next summer on 
the same campus. Schools will be 
projected next summer in both the 
Southeastern and South Central 
Jurisdictions. 

Lecturers at the school included 
Bishop Wilbur E. Hammaker, ex¬ 
ecutive vice-president, and Deets 
Pickett of the board staff; Dr. 
George W. Crane, Chicago psy¬ 
chologist and columnist; Dr. Al¬ 
bion Roy King of Cornell College 
in Iowa; Rev. C. Ted Howes, Nor¬ 
folk, Nebr., and Dr. Roy Breg, 
representing Allied Youth.

Tithing a “Must” in Brazil. 

Dear Friends: 

I have just returned from the 
General Conference of the Metho¬ 
dist Church of Brazil, which was 
held at Porto Alegre. It was a 
great Conference, remarkably free 
from the type of politics that 
somethimes mars such an occasion. 
The same three bishops were re¬ 
elected—one missionary and two 
nationals (Dawsey Dacorso and 
Sucaras, respectively). For Bishop 
Dacorso this will be his fifth term 
of service, for the others their sec¬ 
ond. Along with the election of 
the bishops came the election of 
the three general secretaries—of 
Missions, Social Service, and Chris¬ 
tian Education. I was surprised by 
being elected to the latter position. 

Just as your last General Con¬ 
ference adopted a great program 
of advance, ours has just mapped 
out a five-year Advance for Bra¬ 
sil. My new job wilUmake me per¬ 
sonally responsible for a large part 
of the success or failure of that 
Advance, therefore I beseech your 
constant prayers on my behalf and 
on behalf of our Church. The 
hearts and minds of the Brasilian 
people are hungering for the Gos¬ 
pel of Jesus Christ; large numbers 
have become disillusioned by the 
predominant Church, and are cast¬ 
ing aside all moral and religious 
standards; many are investigating 
the program which communism pre¬ 
tends to offer. Our Church has nev¬ 
er before been so highly respect¬ 
ed in this great land of Brasil. The 
doors are widp open. It is high 
time that we present a well-organ¬ 
ized program of action to include 
all areas of human life. Therefore, 
we request your prayers and your 
cooperation in other ways that we 
might not fail our Heavenly Father 
in this crucial hour of the life of 
Brasil and of the entire world. 

Such a program of Advance will 
be possible, of course, only if the 
Church has large sums of money 
to carry it out. We need many new 
church buildings, parsonages, so¬ 
cial centers, rural centers, schools, 
etc. Much of that money is coming 
from you generous friends in 
America who realize the tremen¬ 
dous needs of the Church in Brasil 
and the untold poverty of most of 
its people. But our leaders are rea¬ 
lizing that we must depend more 
and more on local resources and 
are laying great stress on Chris¬ 
tian stewardship. It is encouraging 
to note that the layment them¬ 
selves are taking the lead in this 
movement. 

One of the questions which pro¬ 
voked a good deal of discussion at 
General Conference was the pro¬ 
posal to make tithing obligatory 
to all future members of the Meth¬ 
odist Church. The proposal was 
introduced and backed by the lead¬ 
ing laymen of the Conference. It 
Was passed almost without opposi¬ 
tion, but later the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee declared its obligatory na¬ 
ture contrary to the constitution 
and to the spirit of the Methodist 
Church, and it remained merely as 
a recommendation. 

There are so many of you to 
Whom I would like to add a per¬ 
sonal note, but it will be impos¬ 
sible this time. I have just looked 
through the long mailing list, how¬ 
ever, and seeing your names has 
brought many happy remembranc¬ 
es to mind, and I have thanked 
our Heavenly Father for your 
friendship. Helen and the children 
join me in best wishes to each of 
you.

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Lack of Space 
Serious Fault in 
Building Plans 


Group on Architecture 
Stresses Need of 
Better Planning 


Nashville, Tenn.—Many building 
plans, submitted to the Committee 
on Architecture of the Division of 
the Local Church of the General 
Board of Education, reveal a se¬ 
rious lack of adequate space and 
equipment for a well balanced 
church school program, according 
to a recent report of the com¬ 
mittee. 

In keeping with the size of the 
building such plans should make 
adequate provisions for the ap¬ 
proved grouping in each age di¬ 
vision. For instance, there should 
be in the adult division provisions 
for young adult groups as well as 
for the other adults. Likewise, in 
the youth division too many plans 
indicate provisions for only one 
assembly room for all ages of 
youth. It is altogether probable 
that losses among youth are di¬ 
rectly caused from putting too 
Wide an age span together for 
lack of room; then the older and 
younger ones tend to drop out. If 
proper building provisions were 
made, workers could get more of 
each age-group interested. 

The same principle holds true in 
planning for the children’s divis¬ 
ion. Within the children’s division 
adequate plans need to be made 
to provide a nursery and a kinder¬ 
garten and space for the primary 
and junior children. Each age- 
group, wherever possible, should 
have their own room. Pamphlet 
871-B, “Your Church School 
Building,” beginning on page six 
with “Suggestions for Church 
School Buildings,” gives detailed 
suggestions concerning provisions 
for the age-groups. This pamphlet 
is available free from the Service 
Department, P. 0. Box 871, Nash¬ 
ville, Tenn. 

As they plan to build or remodel, 
pastors and planning or building 
committees are urged to give con¬ 
sideration to this expression of 
judgment by the Committee on 
Architecture, as typical of a prob¬ 
lem frequently confronting church 
school workers. 

Church School Scorns 
Jupiter Pluvius 

The following concise report 
from George Pearce, jr., of Vaca¬ 
tion Church School, Memorial 
Methodist Church, Monroe, finds 
its highlight feature in a parenthe¬ 
sized sentence: 6^-inch deluge 
did not deter.

Nearly 1000 Attend 
At Three Mission 
Centered Meetings 


Nearly 500 people from the 
eight-state South Central Jurisdic¬ 
tion of The Methodist Church at¬ 
tended the Missionary Conference 
July 10-13 and a Woman’s Society 
School of Missions at Mt. Se¬ 
quoyah, Fayettteville, Ark., July 
4-13. In addition, nearly 500 more 
Wesleyan Service Guild members 
were present for a weekend con¬ 
ference. The attendance at the W. 
S. C. S. was the largest on record 
at Mt. Sequoyah. 

Dr. Paul D. Womeldorf, of Okla¬ 
homa City, executive secretary of 
the jurisdiction, was in charge of 
the total program. Dr. A. W. Mar¬ 
tin, of Perkins School of Theology 
at Southern Methodist University, 
Dallas, was chairman of the annual 
meeting of the jurisdictional board 
of missions, which was held in con¬ 
nection with the conference.

The Methodist General Board of 
Lay Activities adopted as its na¬ 
tional goal a program for strength¬ 
ening the local church at its 11th 
annual meeting in Chicago July 
25-27. 

Encouraging reports showing 
definite progress toward such a 
' goal were given by the executive 
secretary, Chilton G. Bennett, and 
the five associate secretaries. 
Prominent among accomplishments 
reported were: An official visit by 
Mr. Bennett to Europe and North 
Africa, the chartering of 2,011 
local units of Methodist Men to¬ 
ward the quadrennial goal of 5,- 
000, and the launching of a series 
of area stewardship training con¬ 
ferences.

Speaking of the tragedy and de¬ 
struction he had observed while 
abroad, Mr. Bennett said, “After 
these experiences I am haunted by 
the knowledge that literally mil¬ 
lions of the Methodist laity in 
America are possessed of a vague 
but undirected impulse to do some¬ 
thing about these conditions with¬ 
out quite knowing what or how to 
do it.” 

He defined the major responsi¬ 
bility of the board as “organizing 
the laity for service to the entire 
program of the church, both local¬ 
ly and in its world outreach.” 

’“The urgency of the task,” he 
declared, “will require the power 
of these now passive millions. To¬ 
day we are only working with the 
power of thousands.” 

The board added to its budget a 
new item to permit employment of 
an additional staff member with 
the title of assistant secretary to 
do field work in the department of 
Methodist Men. The success of the 
first area stewardship conference 
at Fargo, N. D., was highly praised. 
Plans were outlined for the Denver 
Area conference to be held at Cas¬ 
per, Wyo., in September.

From far-away New Hampshire 
Rev. Addison L, Smith writes us 
that the chimes are ringing “down 
the valley” in the White Moun¬ 
tains; Rev. Sidney A. Seegers in 
bulletin announcement tells us the 
chimes are soon to ring through 
the Sabine River valley, Logans- 
port, La., and during the last week 
the sacred chimes have been peal¬ 
ing out through the Bossier Hills 
from the sanctum of the Baptist 
Church, Plain Dealing, La. 

This combination of pleasant 
assonance from these widely di¬ 
verging points impresses us that 
it is apropos to repeat an editorial 
from this pen appearing in last 
week’s issues of the Bossier Ban¬ 
ner and the Plain Dealing Prog¬ 
ress:

General Board of 
Education To Help 
Small Churches 


Definite Program Is 
Outlined in Report by 
Dr. John Q. Schisler 


Nashville, Tenn.—The Division 
*af the Local Church of the Gen¬ 
eral Board of Education has plans 
under way to strengthen its ser¬ 
vice to the small church schools of 
Methodism, according to Dr. John 
Q. Schisler, executive secretary of 
the Division, in a recent interview. 

These plans include: 

1. A program to help supply 
pastors (there are 5910 of them) 
in organizing and conducting 
church schools in their churches. 

2. Encourage executive secre¬ 
taries of conference boards of ed¬ 
ucation to hold one-teacher Chris¬ 
tian Workers’ Schools in their 
small churches. Last year 86 one- 
teacher schools were conducted by 
six special workers employed by 
the Division. Eight courses select¬ 
ed especially for workers in small 
churches are now available. 

3. Each staff member of the Di¬ 
vision of the Local Church will 
give time during the year to field 
service in small churches. 

4. A series of articles will be 
carried in the Church School on 
starting small church schools in 
such institutions as suburban de¬ 
velopments, mountainous regions, 
and new agricultural communities 
around government projects. 

5. The preparation of a packet 
of selected materials for use by 
workers in small churches. 

Dr. Schisler stated that in order 
to take the best advantage of the 
recognized influence of the church 
school, especially in rural and 
small town communities, no effort 
will be spared to carry these plans 
to successful completion. 

For some time a committee on 
the small church, of which the Rev. 
Luke G. Beauchamp is chairman, 
has been functioning in the Local 
Church Division and this commit¬ 
tee is now at work on still other 
plans for service to small churches.

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Analytical Story 
Of Junior Camp 
By Staff Members 


Caney Lake, Site of 
Ruston District Junior 
Camp Activities 


The following accounts of the 
1950 camp for junior boys and 
girls held July 24-28, were written 
by various staff members. The 
Rev. H. M. Law wrote: “As a new 
council member, I feel far more 
impressed with the effects of camp 
training than I have ever been be¬ 
fore. I am now fully convinced 
that all investments in the camp 
are among the most fruitful we 
can ever make. 

“The first impressions regarded 
the scope of objectives for those 
committed to our care—culture 
and fun! 

“The day school teacher does 
not have the privilege of a 24- 
hour ‘unbroken contact with his 
pupils that obtains here. The 
cabin group of a half dozen gives 
the opportunity of direction to the 
character building periods of ‘out 
of school’ hours. Here personali¬ 
ties are cultivated and injurious 
habits weeded out. 

“They include personal appear¬ 
ance, cleanliness, table manners, 
courtesy, consideration of happi¬ 
ness of others. 

“The special discovery groups 
study weather, insects, birds and 
animals, plants, rocks and min¬ 
erals. 

“The total program has been 
designed to discover the presence 
and intelligence of God in every 
phase of life and conduct, and to 
harmonize our purposes and con¬ 
duct with those of the Author of 
Life. 

“To secure these objectives, the 
best qualified counselors and 
teachers to be found were chosen, 
whose information and characters 
were unquestionably Christian. 
The success was insured by the 
executive ability of the director, 
Mrs. Bill Martin. 

“The art of good housekeeping 
was practiced in each cabin and all 
habits of personal cleanliness de¬ 
manded. The community dining 
room was arranged so each coun- 
celor can be with his cabin group. 
This made it easier to help chil¬ 
dren learn good eating habits and 
sharing habits. 

“The general response to the 
ideals and objectives of the staff 
was extremely gratifying as dem¬ 
onstrated by the closing sharing 
period.” 

The sharing period which was 
held on Friday morning (the camp 
closed after lunch on Friday) was 
written up thus by Rev. Karl 
Tooke: 

“The first group was that which 
studied plants, trees and flowers, 
led by Mrs. J. B. Searles. A very 
interesting display was made, 
showing a complete pine forest of 
different size trees according to 
their ages. Other displays revealed 
how such a forest can be partially 
and completely destroyed. The 
first part of this poster showed 
the fine forest; the second, the 
charred remains as a result of a 
carelessly dropped match; the 
third, the badly eroded land, or 
the final stages of ruin. A good 
part of the display was prepared 
to show how a forest can be re¬ 
built or regrown. The caption stat¬ 
ed that the forest requiring many 
years to rebuild can be detroyed 
in a matter of minutes. 

“A beautiful display was that of 
leaves of the many trees growing 
on the grounds around the camp. 
They were classified and some¬ 
thing of their uses was told. The 
class showed some of their repro¬ 
ductions of the many leaves. The 
Uses of the trees for shade, lumber, 
paper, sugar, etc., were explained. 
The total lessons for this group

can be summed up thus: ‘See, use, 
understand and be good stewards 
of God's world.’ 

“The second group, led by Miss 
Martha J. Haley, was given to 
birds and animals. Their slogan 
was ‘Keep eyes and ears open.' An 
old hollow tree was selected by the 
group as a place to store their 
souvenirs of their hikes. One of 
the girls found two lizards which 
the group named ‘Drip' and ‘Drop.' 
They made a habitat for a turtle 
which was found on one of the 
hikes. He went A. W. 0. L. after 
two days. Many periods were spent 
out in the woods sitting still and 
listening to the various forest 
sounds, which they learned to 
identify. One of the campers 
wrote a litany about the camp and 
their class, which was read to the 
assembly. 

“The third group studied insects 
under the leadership of Rev. Ed¬ 
win L. Brock. The nine campers 
in this group went about during 
camp catching all the insects avail¬ 
able. The leader told how the in¬ 
sects were caught and properly 
killed and prepared for mounting. 
Cigar boxes were used to display 
the insects they had caught and 
studied—butterflies, wasps, beet¬ 
les, dragonflies, and other bugs 
and insects. 

“The group presented a play 
about the life of a camper, in 
which they told of the many inter¬ 
esting things which they did in 
their searching and hiking parties. 
They learned about the balance in 
the insect world, the phenomenon 
of metamorphosis, and the inter¬ 
esting life story of the honey bee. 
Several motion pictures on insects 
were shown to the whole group. 

“Group number four studying 
rocks and minerals, was led by Mrs. 
Jack Perryman. The motto of these 
nine children was ‘Learn to see 
what you look at.’ A display of 
rocks and minerals, labeled and 
with uses named, was shown to the 
camp. A rock garden was made on 
the camp grounds. The campers 
were all given the privilege of vis¬ 
iting this garden, the location of 
which had been kept secret all 
week. Rocks, of various color and 
shape were placed in a circle, in 
the center of which was a large 
cross made of many rocks and cov¬ 
ered with moss and a display of 
toadstools of many colors. 

“The weather was the fifth 
group, led by Rev. W. E. Gleason. 
They took care of the weather for 
the camp and gave beautiful 
weather until Friday when they 
temporarily lost control and about 
an inch of rainfall covered the 
camp. This group had on display 
a home-made barometer which in¬ 
dicated approaching storms and 
good fishing weather. Their weath-

er vane was made of sticks, paper, 
and a tin can filled with dirt. A 
rain indicator showed the amount 
of rainfall for the early rain on 
Friday. One of the group told 
about the relationship of thunder 
and lightning. Another told about 
clouds. Another explained how to 
figure the distance of a cloud and 
whether it was coming nearer, 
moving away, or moving along a 
parallel line, which was called 
‘tracking a cloud.’ 

“The last meal of the camp was 
served at noon on Friday. Some of 
the campers asked if they would 
be permitted to return to the camp 
to be held the next week. The staff 
had a meeting and evaluated the 
results of # the week of work. They 
were convinced that the camp was 
the best they had seen. The camp 
manager told the campers they 
had been the most orderly and con¬ 
siderate group on the grounds of 
the camp during the summer. 

“During the week an offering 
was made by the campers for help¬ 
ing orphan children in China. This 
offering of $8.06 was to be added 
to the junior camp the following 
week and sent to China through 
the American-Oriental Friendship 
Association. The boys and girls 
also made a contribution to the 
camp improvement in the form of 
a fund to put pulleys and ropes on 
the curtains in one of the cabins 
so the curtains could be raised 
more easily.

Promote Interests of 
Radio and Film 

Cincinnati, Ohio. — Significant 
progress in a year of integrated 
production of audio-vislal mate¬ 
rials by the denomination’s agen¬ 
cies which work in this field was 
evident in reports made to the sec¬ 
ond annual meeting of the Meth¬ 
odist Radio and Film Commission 
held here May 1. 

Authorized by the General Con¬ 
ference of 1948, but provided with 
no financial resources, the Com¬ 
mission under the chairmanship of 
Bishop Donald H. Tippett, of San 
Francisco, has, up to the present, 
been under the necessity of con¬ 
fining its activities to cooperation 
between staff members presently 
employed by several World Service 
agencies. Through their collabora¬ 
tion a unified, correlated produc¬ 
tion program in the interest of the 
whole church is being developed. 

A beginnin gin cooperative pro¬ 
duction was reported for the staff 
by the Rev. Howard E. Tower in 
the completion of a ten-minute 
sound, black and white filmstrip 
called “An Album of Early Meth¬ 
odism.” More extensive materials 
in the field of church history and 
church membership will follow. 
Among these will be a film on the 
life of John Wesley with implica¬ 
tions for present-day living. 

A unique film, in color, “Our 
Changing World,” produced by Mr. 
John Ott, of Winnetka, Ill., is now 
being widely shown under the 
sponsorship of the Commission. 
This hour and ten minute film is a 
scientific description of the way 
the world was formed, giving to 
the creative process a basic theistic 
interpretation. Time lapse photog¬ 
raphy of growing flowers and plant 
life add to its interest. 

Production will start in mid-May 
in Hollywood on a film to be used 
in a program of recruitment for 
the ministry. Authorized and un¬ 
derwritten for $60,000 by the 


Council of. Secretaries; this pro¬ 
ject has been under study for 
nearly three years. 

“The film will be called “Cross¬ 
roads” and is scheduled for re¬ 
lease October 1950. It is based on 
a story by Dr. N. F. Forsyth, of 
Nashville, and is being produced 
by Apex Films, Inc., under the su¬ 
pervision of Dr. Forsyth and the 
Rev. Howard E. Tower of the 
Board of Education and the Rev. 
Harry C. Spencer of the Board of 
Missions. The film will be used in 
the Christian Vocations emphasis 
of the Advance for Christ and His 
Church. 

A later film, “Family Next 
Door,” will be produced if and 
when sufficient funds are raised 
to underwrite it. About half of the 
necessary amount is now in hand. 
There is adequate reason to be¬ 
lieve, Commission members were 
told, that these films will be self- 
liquidating. 

Dr. Harry C. Williams of the 
Board of Evangelism reported to 
the Commission that during Na¬ 
tional Family Week, May 7-14, 
this year 850 radio stations will 
“air” the six, fifteen-minute dra¬ 
matic transcription programs, 
“Happiness Is Home Made.” The 
programs are also available on 
Columbia L. P. records for local 
church use. 

Recognized as a major problem 
in the use of audio-visual materials 
in churches and in the church’s 
relationship to radio and television 
was the need of trained leader¬ 
ship. The staff reported that 60 
Methodists were trained in an In¬ 
ternational Council worshop last 
summer. These, in turn, are giving 
the benefit of this instruction to 
other groups. The Methodist Joint 
Staff has also conducted work¬ 
shops and coaching conferences. 

The Methodist Radio and Film 
Commission works closely in coop¬ 
eration with both the Protestant 
RFilm Commission and the Protes¬ 
tant Radio Commission. 

Faced with a challenge to pro- 
due numerous much neded films, 
to engage more fully in interde¬ 
nominational radio and television 
programs, and to finance work¬ 
shops and scholarships in these 
fields, the Commission voted fav¬ 
orably on a proposal to employ an 
officer who will serve as chairman 
of the Joint Staff and otherwise 
implement the achievement of the 
purposes of the Commission. 

Chosen To Head 
Interboard Committee 

Nashville, Tenn., July 31.—The 
Rev. Richard G. Belcher, of Nash¬ 
ville, has been chosen to head the 
Interboard Committee on Chris¬ 
tian Vocations to succed the Rev. 
Harold W. Ewing. Mr. Ewing has 
recently been made director of the 
Youth Department of the Division 
of the Local Church of the Meth¬ 
odist Board of Education. 

The Committee on Christian Vo¬ 
cations, of which Bishop Charles 
Wesley Brashares, of Des Moines, 
is the chairman, was organized two 
years ago. Its program is designed 
to provide guidance to young 
Methodists in choosing a life work 
and gives attention not only to 
recruitment for the ministry and 
allied callings but also seeks to 
provide a service motivation to 
youth by which they will recognize 
as Christian all vocations which 
meet some worthy human need. 

Mr. Belcher has been a staff 
member in the Department of 
Leadership Education of the Di¬ 
vision of the Local Church. He is 
a member of the New England 
Southern Conference, having serv¬ 
ed churches in Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. When he came to 
the Nashville headquarters June 1, 
1947, he was executive Secretary 
of the Board of Education of his 
conference. 

Mr. Belcher received his B. S. 
degree from Boston University 
School of Religious and Social 
Work and the S. T. B. degree from 
the School of Theology, of Boston 
University.

Gazing at the Colorado moun¬ 
tains, dealing realistically with 
world issues, worshipping silently 
each morning—all these became 
part of the tenth annual meeting 
of the National Conference of 
Methodist Youth, Aug. 28-Sept. 3, 
at the University of Denver. From 
Louisiana, those attending were 
Billie Kline, Clinton, and Robert 
Porter, Shreveport. 

More than 150 youth leaders at¬ 
tended, representing every state in 
the union. They were presidents 
of State Methodist Movements 
and annual conference Methodist 
Youth Fellowships, youth directors, 
staff members of the general 
boards, and many visitors. 

Delegates adopted committee 
reports on peace, communism, and 
the domestic situation, elected nine 
new council members, and recom¬ 
mended hiring another staff mem¬ 
ber. 

The Rev. Owen M. Geer, pastor 
of First Church, Fullerton, Calif., 
led daily morning devotion with 
informing, challenging talks. In 
his opening service, Mr. Geer pre¬ 
dicted: 

“The world of tomorrow will 
have greater social organization 
and control; national prestige and 
power will be definitely subordin¬ 
ated to a world government. 

“The Christian church will have 
greater difficulty making her mes¬ 
sage and mission felt,” he conclud¬ 
ed. “But the church has stood de¬ 
feat better than it has success.” 

President Jameson Jones, Nash- 
vills, Tenn., guided the conference 
skillfully through hours of general 
sessions. 

Reporting its views on Chris¬ 
tianity, communism, and democ¬ 
racy, the conference said: “We 
believe in a democratic form of 
government that incorporates the 
fundamental principles of the 
Fatherhood of God and the broth¬ 
erhood of man. Any totalitarian 
form of government violates this 
basic faith.” 

The conference commended the 
Methodist Federation for Social 
Action for its 43-year record of 
activity, but declared that “until 
the Federation makes some chang¬ 
es in its present administration we 
can no longer suggest that youth 
leaders support it.” 

The conference recommended 
passage of any bill to curb liquor 
advertising through elimination of 
color and glamour in liquor adver¬ 
tisements, labeling each bottle 
“narcotic, habit-forming,” and 
banning radio, movie, television or 
newspaper exploitation of bever¬ 
age alcohol. The conference voted 
to commend radio stations and na¬ 
tional publications that do not use 
liquor advertisements. 

Betty Kimbrough, Thomasville, 
Ala., was elected financial secre¬ 
tary to finish the two-year term 
vacated by William Des Autels, 
just arrived in Japan. New council 
members to serve for two years 
are Shelia Trapp, Tupelo, Miss.;

January 1, 1951, has been set 
as the date for the acceptance of 
renewals and new subscribers and 
while this will actually be the of¬ 
ficial date for extension to Janu¬ 
ary, 1952, still it is necessary for 
the management of this paper to 
ask that this reception period for 

1951 subscribers be staggered, as 
it were, over about four months or 
even from now until March 1st. 

The reason should be obvious. 
With an expected ten to fifteen 
thousand circulation anticipated 
for the coming year, it would be 
humanly impossible for us to get ' 
stencils made out for our address- 
ograph, say in thirty days time. 
We would simply be swamped. 

Here is what we suggest and in 
fact, request: 

Beginning with October, sub¬ 
scriptions will be accepted to Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1952, at the rate of $2.00 
for individual subscribers and 
$1.00 per year for the church 
family rate.

1952 and just as “lagniappe” will 
send the October, November and 
December 1950 issues to those who 
get their subscriptions in before 
October 5th. Deadline for news is 
the 10th of each month and it 
would require the remittances to 
reach us at least five days before 
the news deadline date. In brief, 
to get the “lagniappe” months in 
the remittances would have to pre¬ 
cede the 5th of any one of these 
months. The following months up 
to 1952 would be paid for. 

It will be a great favor and help 
to us for each church to clear the 
deck in this matter just as soon as 
possible.

Dear Brother Phillips: 

I have been in Ohio recently, 
visiting my two sisters, accom¬ 
panied by my daughter and her 
husband.

Share in Midcentury 
White House Conference 

To begin preparing for the Mid¬ 
century White House conference 
on Children and Youth, a special 
committee representing the 58 
child welfare agencies of the Board 
of Hospitals and Homes of The 
Methodist Church met in the gen¬ 
eral board offices in Chicago re¬ 
cently. 

For the first time at such a con¬ 
ference the general board is to be 
represented as a national organ¬ 
ization. Called by the President of 
the United States for Dec. 3-10, 
this is the fourtho White House 
conference on Children and Youth 
i to be held since the beginning of 
I the century. Dr. Karl P. Meister, 

| executive secretary of the Board 
of Hospitals and Homes, has been 
invited to serve on the Advisory 
Council on Participation of Na¬ 
tional Organizations. 

Dr. Meister and members of the 
special committee outlined their 
first major objectives as follows: 

1. To publicize the Midcentury 
White House conference so that 
administrators of all Methodist 
children’s agencies, as well as all 
Methodists, realize its significance. 

2. To urge the superintendent of 
each agency to evaluate his total 
program, assembling the services 
being performed and discovering 
gaps in the set-up. 

“Our institutions try to serve 
children and youth in three ways,” 
Dr. Meister said. “We try to give 
them education, health, and spirit¬ 
ual life. This appraisal will deter¬ 
mine whether we are doing our 
part.”

While Christian Education week 
is an interdenominational project j 
sponsored by the International 
Council of Religious Education, 
the Division of the Local Church 
of the General Board of Education 
usually chooses a theme for Meth¬ 
odist Church schools more in keep¬ 
ing with its particular program. 
This year the Methodist theme is 
“Good Teachers . . . Good Church¬ 
men.” 

The theme is peculiarly appro¬ 
priate for the evangelism empha¬ 
sis of the Advance for Christ and 
His Church, since good teachers 
are also good evangelists. 

From October through March, 
Methodist Church schools will be 
doing three things: (1) Increasing 
church school membership; (2) 
increasing attendance; and (3) 
winning members to Christ and 
the church.

I Methodist Chaplains 
I Multiplied Tenfold 
; During Past Decade 

j Washington, D. C.—The pres- 
! ence of the chiefs of the chaplain¬ 
cy of the three U. S. armed ser¬ 
vices, together with other equally 
distinguished guests, at the annual 
meeting of the Methodist Commis¬ 
sion on Chaplains here, April 25- 
26, was regarded by Bishop W. W. 
Peele, the chairman, as a tribute 
both to the nearly 2,000 Metho¬ 
dist ministers who have served in 
this capacity in the past decade 
and to the executive staff of the 
Commission. 

Two major generals, one briga¬ 
dier general and two rear admirals 
sat at the speakers table at the 
dinner meeting and heard a Meth¬ 
odist laymen, Dr. Sherwood Gates, 

| deputy director of the President’s 
I Commission on Religion and Wel- 
1 fare in the Armed Services, speak 
on the importance of the chap¬ 
lain’s work to the preservation of 
Christian and democratic ideals. 

! The past decade shows a ten¬ 
fold multiplication of Methodist 
i ministers giving full-time service 
! to some form of chaplaincy, the 
executive secretary, D. Stewart 
..Patterson, reported. 

Against 41 chaplains in 1940, 
the present figure is 410. Of these 
252 are in the Army, Navy and Air 
Force, 40 with the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration and the others in 
penal and other types of institu¬ 
tions. 

The Methodist Church provided 


the armed services with 1,747 
chaplains between 1941 and 1946, 
it was reported. 

Contrasted with the past when 
“the church officially gave little 
recognition or support to the chap¬ 
lains and the chaplains allowed 
themselves to become almost com¬ 
pletely divorced from their church 
ties,” there is a current close liai¬ 
son between church and chaplain. 

Typical of this was a recent ten 
week visitation of Army, Air Force 
and Navy centers in the U. S. by 
the executive secretary, coving 
nearly 10,000 miles. Not only were 
90 Methodist and 50 other chap¬ 
lains met but 51 commanding of¬ 
ficers were interviewed. 

That an effective selling job 
was done to the military on the 
churqh’s*interest in and support of 
its chaplains was evident to the 
Commission from a letter of Bish¬ 
op Peele from Lieut.-Gen. A. C. 
Wedemeyer, USA, Commander of 
the Sixth Army. The general said, 
in part: 

“Apropos of Mr. D. Stewart 
Patterson’s recent visit ... I am 
plased to note that The Methodist 
Church is active in the supervision 
of its chaplains in the armed ser¬ 
vices through visitation. This type 
of supervision on the part of the 
church is highly important to the 
chaplains, the service and to the 
church. It reassures the chaplain 
who is doing a good job; it assures 
the armed services of better chap¬ 
lains, and it assures the church of 
proper representation. 

“As a soldier, I am firmly con¬ 
vinced that unless we have able 
chaplains, who can by precept and 
example, instill the ideas of our 
faith and way of life in the young 
men of the Army, we shall never 
be able to win the peace for which 
so many men have already given 
their lives.” 

Mr. Patterson’s observations at 
each point he visited included the 
physical set-up, the program, use 
of literature and supplies, funds, 
and work load and other aspects 
of the chaplain’s service. 

A remarkable religious educa¬ 
tion program for service and de¬ 
pendent personnel was noted by 
Mr. Paterson, including midweek 
classes and discussion groups. 

Methodist chaplains, Mr. Patter¬ 
son said, are asking for a method 
by which service personnel who 
have no home community, but who 
wish to join the church may have 
their memberships deposited at 
§ome place and held until they 
locate. 

The post-war interest of the 
Commission relative to chaplains 
in mental hospitals and prisons 
was indicated by the place given 
them on the program. Chaplain 
Maurice A. Riseling (North Texas 
Conference) of the Norristown, 
Pa., State Hospital, pointed out 
that one in ten of our present pop¬ 
ulation will eventually be in a 
mental hospital. This, he said, calls 
for many competent ministers to 
specialize in this field of growing 
need. 

Chaplain Mack Powell (East 
Oklahoma Conference) of the Fed¬ 
eral Reformatory, at Petersburg, 
Va., reported that prisoners gener¬ 
ally are basically religiously in¬ 
clined. 

A national retreat for spiritual 
intensification is being planned in 
September for the 40 Methodists 
who are chaplains of veterans hos¬ 
pitals. 

In addition to the excellent his¬ 
torical record of Methodist chap¬ 
lains in the recent war, the Com¬ 
mission is currently compiling a 
list of World War I Methodist 
chaplains. 

The Commission is meeting the 
government’s request for annual 
review and re-endorsement of 
Methodist ministers in the armed 
services chaplaincy. 

The Commission on Chaplains is 
supported by a 25 per cent share 
in the Fellowship of Suffering and 
Service** offerings in the churches 
at regular Commission services and 
particularly on World Communioa 
Sunday in October. .

Training School Session 


New Orleans District began its 
fall program with the annual Fall 
Church School Rally, held on Sun¬ 
day afternoon, September 10, at 
Rayne Memorial Church.

At conference time we looked 
back upon what had been a good 
year in the Lord’s work.

Stirring Message 
Inspires Group to 
Extraordinary Effort 


Five hundred Methodists of the 
Monroe District gathered in the 
Delhi High School auditorium on 
October 30 to hear Bishop Paul E. 
Martin preach the District 'Con¬ 
ference sermon, “A Changing In¬ 
dia Needs the 'Changeless Christ.” 
People of Delhi, La., were remind¬ 
ed of the great differences exist¬ 
ing between themselves and the 
citizens of the Indian city of Del¬ 
hi, one of the cities visited last 
spring by Bishop and Mrs. Martin. 
So stirring was the Bishop’s ad¬ 
dress that an exceptionally large 
offering was made to the Advance 
program. 

The District Conference, pre¬ 
sided over by the Superintendent, 
Rev. W. H. Giles, met in the beau¬ 
tiful new colonial style sanctuary 
of the First Methodist Church of 
Delhi, the Rev. Dan Wineinger, 
pastor. Dr. Giles introduced sev¬ 
eral former pastors of the Delhi 
Church, includings the Reverends 
D. B. Boddie, G. W. Pomeroy, Sam 
Holliday, and M. D. Felder. Under 
the latter’s ministry the new sanc¬ 
tuary and educational building 
were erected. 

District and Conference causes 
were presented by Rev. C. B. 
White, the Louisiana Methodist 
Orphanage; Mr. Robert Lay, Con¬ 
ference Board of Lay Activities; 
Mr. Norman Rushing, District Lay 
Leader; Rev. Bentley Sloane, Con¬ 
ference Executive Secretary of 
the Board of Education; Rev. 
Ralph Cain, Mrs. Henry Williams 
and Miss Louise Guthrie, repre¬ 
senting the Wesley Foundation of 
Northeast Louisiana State College; 
Mrs. Hurvie Moak, Disrict Presi¬ 
dent of WSCS; and Reverends W. 
H. Carrol and E. B. Emmerich, 
Evangelism and Advance. 

Two young ministers were rec¬ 
ommended for admission on trial 
in the Annual Conference: How¬ 
ard Hudson, pastor Pioneer charge, 
and 1 Arthur Baker, student, Per¬ 
kins' School of Theology. Rev. 
George Goodwin was recommend¬ 
ed for Local Deacon’s orders. Miss 
Frances Langford, iMonroe, was 
elected District Treasurer of Gold¬ 
en Cross; Mr. Fred Coon, Monroe, 
was elected District Treasurer; 
and Rev. Don Wineinger, Delhi, 
was elected District Youth Di¬ 
rector. 

Pastors’ reports, made orally by 
twenty-odd ministers, revealed 
many accessions to the church by 
profession of faith in the short 
time since the beginning of the 
second phase of the Advance. Rev. 
Howard Hudson, Pioneer charge, 
reported forty new members. A 
substantial amount of building is 
going on or has been completed 
recently. These include a sanctu¬ 
ary at Oak Grove Costing $80,000; 
a $250,000 educational building 
at First Church, Monroe; a large 
youth building at Lake Provi¬ 
dence; a new plant at Grayson;

Ministerial Club at Centenary Reaches New High in Membership 


More than 70 students at Cen¬ 
tenary College in Shreveport are 
enrolled in ministerial training 
and are members of the very ac¬ 
tive Ministerial Club. 

The young men and women in 
the club are interested in many 
different fields of full-time Chris¬ 
tian service that include: 39 who 
will enter the regular ministry; all 
who will go into religious educa¬ 
tion work; six into regular mis¬ 
sionary work; three into medical 
missionary work; four into church 
work; tWo into youth work; one 
into student work, and one chap¬ 
lain to hospitals. 

One of the primary features of 
the Ministerial Club’s work is their 
Fellowship teams. There are ten 
teams, each containing a preacher, 
a song leader, a piano player and 
other young people who assist the 
principals. As calls come in from 
churches in the surrounding area 
in need of a service, these teams go 
out to the churches and conduct 
services for them. 

A daily vesper service, called 
the Quest, is another activity of 
the Ministerial Club. This is a 
spontaneous devotional meeting 
which has met with unusual suc¬ 
cess; between 60 and 70 students 
attend the daily meeting. 


Again this year the club has 
been invited by the Conference 
Board on Christian Vocations to 
share in the responsibility of spon¬ 
soring a Christian Vocations con¬ 
ference on the Centenary campus 
December 9 and 1 10. Last year over 
100 prospective ministerial and life 
service volunteers from high 
schools and colleges of the state 
attended. 

Another important activity is 
the Retreats held by the Ministe¬ 
rial Club at Caney Lake. The 
first one of the year was held Oc¬ 
tober 7 and 8. Thirty-five young 
men and women, accompanied by 
Rev. William Fraser and Dr. Anna 
Ruth Nuttall, advisors of the 
group, joined in a weekend of wor¬ 
ship and recreation. The group 
was privileged to hear Rev. Wil¬ 
liam Pomeroy and' Rev. C. W. 
Quaid during the meeting. 

The officers of the club this year 
are Robert Ed Taylor, West Mon¬ 
roe, president. Robert is preparing 
for the regular ministry and is a 
junior at Centenary this year. Ja¬ 
net Johnson, Nashville, Tenn., 
vice-president, who is preparing 
for the mission field and is a mem¬ 
ber of the Centenary choir. Ann 
Dillon, a Methodist student from 
Winnfield, is secretary, and she is 


preparing for work in the religious 
education field. The treasurer is 
Roy Garrett, of Chatham. He is a 
vetdran and is preparing for the 
regular ministry. Roy preaches 
every Sunday night at Bellevue 
Union Church, about 15 miles from 
Shreveport. 

The Ministerial club numbers 
among its projects for the coming 
year the following: Bringing to the 
campus for the benefit of the stu¬ 
dent body a religious film entitled, 
“Reaching From Heaven;” holding 
a religious service over a local 
radio station; visiting the sick and 
holding services at the local vet¬ 
erans’ and Charity hospitals; spon¬ 
soring a Sunday School class on 
the campus for students who are 
not now working and attending at 
some other Sunday school; assist¬ 
ing in the Christian Vocations con¬ 
ference; and the continuation of 
Fellowship team work. 

President Joe J. Mickle states: 
“No organization at Centenary 
plays a more vital part in helping 
mold campus life than does the 
ministerial group. Their contribu¬ 
tion to Louisiana Methodism is 
being felt throughout the confer¬ 
ence now and 1 will increase in the 
years to come.”

“But you don’t spell ‘con¬ 
fused’ with a ‘K’,” suggested the 
bishop. “That only shows how con¬ 
fused we are,’ replied the dele¬ 
gate. 

Perhaps a blanket charge might 
foe filed to begin with that the 
world is confused. The only re¬ 
joiner might be that the U. N. 
seems at last to be steadily pulling 
us out. Here in Washington a few 
small and confused men with a 
type of political rabies have been 
rushing about for months biting 
and confusing others. Some on 
Capitol Hill held to the last (be¬ 
fore setting out a little fearfully 
for home) that “the United States 
should not win a war unless Chiang 
in Formosa and Franco with his 
medals and his fascist huff! huff! 
could win it, too.” Men in the Sen¬ 
ate, frantic for expression, utter¬ 
ing ill-considered' words, telling of 
our weakness and of the low state 
of our morale, no doubt confused 
Mr. Stalin, misinformed him on 
our basic unity and emboldened 
him and his advisors to start the 
fire in Korea.

wire-tapping experts, who, stuck 
in hotel air-vents, couldn’t tell who 
employed them; confused bonds¬ 
men who gave a 50 per cent cut to 
gamblers and had no records; am¬ 
nesia victims among underworld 
attorneys; and number runners 
who never set eyes on the kind' 
man who had paid their fines. 
All the while, Senator Kefauver 
(D.-Tenn.) (fully sane) is knock¬ 
ing at the haunts of “Americans 
immoral” around 1 the country, but 
a lot of us seem dumbly resigned 
to confusion and moral defeat. 

Outside of all this, we are not 
doing so badly in some other ways 
at the minute in Washington— 
and fairly well further out. The 
Korean war did something to a 
lot of us, even to party politicians. 
There is a widening feeling that 
the war has bound together the 
affirmative parts of the U. N. and 
has separated for disinfection the 
negative elements who at heart 
want confusion for non-peaceful 
ends. The proposed immediate ad¬ 
justment of the Assembly to take 
over under further threat of veto 
and by-pass the obstructionists 
will help lift the world’s hopes 
and perhaps the world’s curtains. 
Then President Truman is rating 
high among world neighbors for 
his courage and decision in taking 
on the aggressor in Korea without 
delay, forestalling long debate in 
any possible forum. 

Roman Catholic Reproachment? 

Monsignor Fulton J. Sheen, of 
Catholic University in D. C., has 
been named by the Roman Hier¬ 
archy to become head of the Amer¬ 
ican branch of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith, centered 
in Rome, Italy. Protestant Amer¬ 
icans are not hostile in spirit to 
any fair religious propaganda any¬ 
where, but they unquestionably 
tend to view such a problem with 
open eyes. The Protestant world 
extends its sympathy to the har- 
rassed Hierarchy in its tribulations 
in the world of the hour. It might 
be justly said, however, that Po¬ 
land, Czechoslovakia, Austria and 1 
Hungary are not slipping from 
their moorings through the force 
of Communism alone, as the ex- 
communication edict will attest in 
itself, but the totalitarian concept 
and the overlording conduct of 
the Church may have been at the

Bishop P. E. Martin 
Dedicates 17 Units 
During One Day 


Alexandria Locale of 
Mass Ceremonials 
On October 15th 


Bishop Paul E. Martin, head of 
the Methodist Church in Louisiana 
and Arkansas, dedicated 17 Meth¬ 
odist buildings, valued at $200,- 
000, in services at Alexandria and 
Winnfield October 15. 

The structures, ranging from 
complete church plants with edu¬ 
cational facilities to small frame 
buildings for church school pur¬ 
poses, , are located at points 
throughout the church’s Alexan¬ 
dria district. Rev. J. B. Harper, 
district superintendent. 

At the 11 a.m. hour, Bishop 
Martin dedicated the $60,000 ed¬ 
ucational building at Winnfield 
and participated in the ground¬ 
breaking ceremony for the $60,000 
sanctuary to be erected adjoining 
it. 

The other buildings were dedi¬ 
cated at the evening service at 
7:30 p.m. in the auditorium of 
the -First Methodist Church, Alex¬ 
andria. Pastors and official boards 
from the various sections of the 
district presented their units for 
dedication. Bishop Martin deliv¬ 
ered an Evangelistic sermon, 
which was followed by a song ser¬ 
vice. 

Buildings dedicated, their val¬ 
ues and the church pastors in¬ 
clude; Palestine church at Para¬ 
dise, $20,000, Rev. J. B. McCann; 
Grace Church, Wardville, $4,000, 
Rev. A. N. Baum; Rock Hill 
church, on the Shreveport high¬ 
way, 17 miles from Alexandria, 
$4,000, Rev. Richard Texada. Ac¬ 
tual construction work was done 
by the congregation. 

iSeiper church, $4,000, Rev. 
Harold Bailey pastor during con¬ 
struction; Palmetto church and its 
educational facilities, $6,000, Rev. 
S. L. Lantrip; Krotz Springs 
church, $3,000, Rev. John Zerran- 
gue; educational facilities of the 
Couley Methodist church, $2,500. 
Mrs. Lula Wardlow, the only wo¬ 
man preacher in the district, is 
pastor. 

The $2,000 program of building 
of the Clear Creek church includes 
a one-room church transformed 
into a modern plant, with Rev. 
Harry Cannon, jr., pastor during 
its construction; modern educa¬ 
tional building of the Hopewell 
church, located ten miles from 
Elizabeth, $3,000, Rev. G. A. La- 
Grange, of Elizabeth. The building 
was constructed by the congrega¬ 
tion and serves the entire com¬ 
munity as a center for various 
gatherings. 

Modern educational unit, Ball, 
$4,000, Rev. Finas P. Corie; Rev. 
George Harbuck was pastor during 
its construction. 

Parsonages dedicated include 
the $15,000 house in Natchitoches, 
home of Rev. D. W. Poole; house 
in Boyce, $7,000, home of Rev. W. 
D. Kleinschmidt; $5,000 house in 
Effie, home of Rev. C. J*. T. Cot¬ 
ton; $4,000 house in Villa Platte, 
home of Rev. T. O. Carlstrom; 
$5,000 house at Oak Grove, north 
of Natchitoches. Rev. R. E. Carter, 
a former pastor, assisted with its 
construction, as has the present 
pastor, Rev. J. W. Lee. 

The congregation of Dry Prong, 
one of the smallest in the district, 
with the aid of the congregation 
of the Bentley church, has built 
a $4,000 parsonage for its pastor, 
Rev. Corie. The Evergren church 
has completed a $4,000 church 
school unit. Rev. John Shearer is 
pastor.
